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THE NEW CABINET AT FLORE NCE. 
It would be very satisfactory to the well-wishers of Italy to 
be assured that the reconstructed Ministry which, at the 
King’s command, General Menabrea has, in the face of un- 
usual difficulties, got avout him, so far embodies the political 
life of the nation as to secure the confidence of the Italian 
Parliament, The reassembling of the Houses of Legislature 
will shortly take place, and the future of the kingdom will 
greatly depend upon the temper in which they conduct 
their deliberations in regard to the new Administration, 
Were it not that the people of Italy have been so thoroughly 
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schooled in the art of jnnvens a virtue of necessity, there 
would be too much room for apprehension that a collision is 
approaching which may shake the foundations of the 
constitutional monarchy, and unhappily lead to either a 
coup d'état or a revolution, The nation, however, considered 
as a whole, has exhibited so many proofs of self-restraint in 
the presence of extreme danger that the world is hardly jus- 
tified in assuming the probability of its wilfully courting a 
calamity which it has in its power to avoid, The present 
combination of men in the second Menabrean Cabinet may be 
very far from the best that the ranks of Italian politicians 














might have yielded at this juncture, and very far also 
from what the country had aright to expect, That it is a 
makeshift Government is quite clear to all parties; that it 
may even be looked upon in the light of a pis aller is probable 
enough ; but thatif circumstances, whether of a personal or of 
a quasi-party character, leave no alternative but the temporary 
support of this Ministry or the disruption of Italian unity, the 
majority in both Chambers will choose the former, cannot, we 
think, be fairly doubted. 

Whatever be the disturbing and divisive element in the 
affairs of Italy at the present crisis, there is some consolation 
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in the thought that it does not extend very far beneath the 
surface. It is not inherent in the national mind, It does not 
come out of an inevitable or unalterable antagonism of objects, 
er principles, or even policy. Those matters in dispute be- 
tween the governing and the popular classes which might 
have brought about a schism in the body politic are, happily, 
im abeyance, No man in his senses—certainly no section of 
the Italian deputies—thinks that Rome ought to be songht 
for by arms, at the certain cost of a single-handed war 
with France. The recent military expedition dispatched 
by the Emperor to defend the Papal sve, and the 
decided demonstration of the Corps Législatif against 
any forcible interference with the temporal power, while 
they have subjected Italy to cruel disappointment and 
mortification, have also incidentally done her this service, 
that they have sealed up for a long time to come a source 
of division, both as to political views and feelings, which had 
fearfully distracted the domestic quiet of the kingdom. On 
the other hand, no Italian statesman of the present day—not 
even Menabrea himself—is disposed to give up, in theory, the 
claim of Italy to Rome as the natural capital of the kingdom. 
In two points, therefore (and those, moreover, points which 
touch the nation in its vital interests), all political parties are 
agreed—that Rome must belong to Italy, and that Italy must 
not attempt to wrest it from the Pope at the expense of a duel 
with the French empire, 

It seems strange that ata time when but a single course of 
national policy remains open, and when no valid objection 
can be pleaded, or even entertained, against pursuing that 
course, the constitution of a Ministry should present almost 
insuperable obstacles, The financial prospects of the kingdom, 
it is true, are sufficiently gloomy to make office less attractive 
to cautious statesmen than is ordinarily the case ; but it was 
net because a deficit will have to be faced that General 
Menabrea was driven tosuch extremity in obtaining colleagues, 
The actual sale of Church property at a far more favourable 
rate than had been anticipated has probably counterbalanced 
the increase of expenditure occasioned by the invasion by 
Garibaldi of the Papal dominions, and any fear of immediate 
bankruptcy must, one would imagine, be less deterrent 
at this moment than it was when Baron Ricasoli so 
abruptly quitted his post, The condition of Italy is not so 
desperate that the leaders of political parties should all alike 
shrink from Ministerial responsibility, nor are Parliamentary 
enmities so bitter as to render a working majority hopeless 
under any conceivable coalition. It may reasonably be 
inferred, therefore, that the present difficulty is adventitious 
only, and does not attach to the inevitable condition of public 
affairs. If, for the time being, it be practically irremovable, 
it is to be hoped that Parliament will, with whatever reluctance, 
defer to it on the principle that endurance for awhile will be 
attended with less danger than the instant assertion of rights 
which at some period or other will have to be insisted upon, 

The need of Italy is a vigorous reform of her whole ad- 
ministrative system, and to this end she requires a Govern- 
ment strong in the influence it derives from the Court, and 
strong also in the confidence it inspires in the Chambers, 
Until there shall be complete harmony between the executive 
and the legislative bodies the heart of her national life will con- 
tinue to be eaten away by a countless swarm of abuses, The 
Court and the Chambers are now on such unpleasant terms 
with each other that no bold and searching scheme of 
domestic policy has a fair chance of success, Which is 
most to be blamed for a state of things which all 
patriotic men see reason to deplore it is not the business 
ef foreigners to inquire, still less to discuss. The fact, how- 
ever, is too palpable to be ignored; and the consequences of 
that fact, should both parties prove obstinate, will conduce to 
a confusion, amid which plans may be matured which will 
eventually split the unity of Italy into fragments. Just now, 
it may be, the irresponsible satellites which revolve in closest 
proximity to the Crown, and which shed upon it a baleful 
influence, would show themselves less amenable to self- 
extinguishing motives than would consist with the safety of 
any attempt to overbear their disturbing action, It remains 
to be seen whether the Italian Parliament will exercise for- 
bearance, and be content to watch for a more suitable oppor- 
tunity of displacing this abnormal obstacle to the success of 
a truly national policy. Time and events may be trusted to 
operate most to the advantage of that power in the State 
which aims most disinterestedly at the country’s welfare. 

There is the less urgency of motive to widen the breach 
already made, forasmuch as Italy is in no immediate peril 
from her foreign relations, France has probably interposed 
in her affairs to the extremest limit of her present desire— 
peradventure, a little beyond her original intention, The 
Government at Florence can hardly be more deeply humiliated 
by that of the Tuileries than it has been already, “Surely, 
the bitterness of death is passed,” may be the not inap- 
propriate reflection of the Italian nation, and for a considerable 
time to come it will gain strength by sitting still. It is not 
likely that Italy will be called upon to perform an act of 
more complete self-abnegation than she has lately found it 
mecessary to practise; and her powerful neighbour cannot 
well thrust upon her any further demand, unless it be that of 
dismemberment, This no Government under the Empire will 

be permitted to ask, and no Italian Cabinet would consent 
to yield, The kingdom has touched its lowest depth as 
respecta its international position. It cannot be pressed 
further down without destroying its unity. Italy need not 
apprehend any such force being exerted upon her from 
without, And it happens to her that, although cruelly 
abased, she has not lost the sympathy of the other great 
Powerr, England, Prussia, Russia, and even Austria, show 
andiminished respect for her in her day of misfortune, Her 





patience will invite no further aggression on her inde- 
pendence, Parliament, consequently, may refrain from over- 
throwing the newly-constructed Cabinet without exposing 
the country to insidious counsels or courses from the other 
side of the Alps, for there remains no room for a suspivion 
that Parisian influence will attempt more than it has already 
achieved, 

A Government on sufferance—which, even at best, that pre- 
sided over by General Menabrea must be regarded—may be 
very useful in keeping greater evils at a distance, but must 
lack the necessary self-reliance for initiating great improve- 
ments in the machinery of administration, Where there is 
highly-iuflammable matter on one side and fire on the other, 
a dead wall between them serves an important end, Bat it 
would be superfluous to remark that Italy cannot be raised 
from her depressed condition without the hearty co-operatioa 
of all her political magnates and parties ; and those who most 
earnestly desire the consolidation and expansion of her 
national interests will be far from sanguine in reference to 
her future destiny so long as hidden causes, whatever they 
may be, prevent her best and ablest men from combining their 
talents in the service of their country, 








FENIANISM. 


THE Prince of Wales, accompanied by his suite, paid a visit on 
Tuesday to the patients in St, Bartholomew’s Hospital who were 
injured through the late Fenian outrage at Clerkenwell. His Royal 
Highness expressed great sympathy and commiseration for their 
condition. The Royal party then proceeded to the House of 
Detention to look at the scene of the explosion. 

The first report of the Clerkenwell Explosion Fund Relief Com- 
mittee has been issued. It is a long document, and contains many 
painful facts, Up to the present time £7143 have been subscrib ~ 
a sum which neither duly expresses the sympathy of the public 
with the sufferers, nor is adequate to the relief of their necessities, 
The money already subscribed will do little more than satisfy 
claims for immediate assistance, including the purchase of tools, 
working material, and furniture for those who have lost home and 
the means of earning a livelihood. There remains to be dealt with 
more than 150 cases of personal injury, for a'l of which some com- 
pensation ought to be given, while for many a life provision, more 
or less complete, will have to be made, The proportion of female 
sufferers is unusually large, and all of them were dependent on their 
own exertions for a living. Four of these have lost eyes; others 
have been maimed or terribly shaken, and will never again be 
what they were. The barbarity of the outrage comes ont in 
strong colours in the report of Mra. Bailey, who has given her 
attention to the maternity cases, and who reports no fewer than 
twenty-six instances in which injury has been done to mothers and 
their infants. 

The adjourned inquest on two of the unfortunate persons killed by 
the —— was resumed, yesterday week, by Dr. Lankester, 
Several new witnesses appeared. Amongst them were one of the 
boys who were playing near the barrel a few minutes before it 
exploded, and Mrs. Crowley, who passed a moment or two 
before. The house which was utterly wrecked was No, 3, and Mrs, 
Crowley was opresite No, 5 when the explosion took place, The 
chief warder of the House of Detention said that, on the previous 
day, ninety-four prisonefs were exercised in that yard, and that, if the 
explosion had en place, the greater part of them must have been 
killed or wounded. One important point was mentioned by Inspector 
Potter. He stated that a barrel of gunpowder had been brought to 
the wall of the prison on the day before the explosion, but was 
wheeled away again. The Inspector also intimated that the authorities 
knew where the gunpowder had been purchased. 


The three Fenian poniten, Richard Burke (alias Berry), Theodore 


Joseph Casey, and Henry Shaw (alias Mullany), were again brought 
before Sir Thomas Henry, at Bow-street Police Court, on Thursday 
morning; and were committed to Warwick gaol to take their trial 
at the spring assizes, 

The seven persons in custody on charges of wilful murder and 
treason-felony in respect to the explosion underwent another exami- 
nation at Bow-street on Monday. The new evidence taken at the 
inquest on Friday was sepentel. A witness named Young swore 
arr to Timothy Desmond as the man who assisted, and believes 

Villiam Desmond to be the man who actually fired the barrel. 
A boy named Abbot, aged thirteen, who was close by, speaks 
positively to the identity of William Desmond as the man who fired 
the barrel. The prisoners weré again remanded, 

Some excitement prevailed on Monday in the neighbourhood of 
London Bridge by the arrest of a man supposed to be Deasey, one 
of the prieoners who escaped from the gaol-van at the time Sergeant 
Brett was murdered. He was shipped for London at Leghorn, on 
board the Oriana, by the English vice-consul, under the name of 
Lionel Granville, he being in great distress. The police had in- 
formation of his expected arrival, and the ship no sooner came to 
anchor than the police went on board and took him into custody, 
After a private examination Granville was discharged from custody, 
no evidence being forthcoming to implicate him with any of the 
Fenian outrages. He is entirely indebted to his own conduct and 
statements for his arrest and the implications connected therewith. 

The rumour that two vessels supposed to belong to the Fenians 
had been seized by the naval authorities at Woolwich as contraband 
is contradicted by the Times, It has been ascertained to have origi- 
nated in the fact that two vessels which had ascended the river had 
loitered about the offing under what was pronounced at the time 
“ suspicious circumstances,” and were questioned by the river gaard. 
They, however, proved to be the French brig of war Beaumonoir and 
the chartered transport Annie Forster, from Que with condemnei 
arms and ammunition. Captain Crudelle, of the Beaumanoir, not 
being sufficiently acquainted with the regulations of the Thames, 
had taken up his berth to ship ammunition opprsite the Royal 
Arsenal without first reporting his arrival to the senior officer in 
command at the station. 

The special-constable movement seems to have pervaded the whole 
of the United Kingdom. The provincial papers, both English and 
Scottish, are filled with reports of —— meetings to enrol 
defenders of law and order ; at every public meeting resolutions cn- 
demnatory of Fenianism are interpolated ; Judges, recorders, and chair- 
men of quarter sessions in their charges are not less strong and una- 
nimous in their denunciations of this mysterious iniquity, and grand 
juries invariably follow suit with speci presentments. ir Stafford 
Northcote, who sides over a sessions’ court, made a sp2ech last 
week which will be reassuring. He declared his full conviction that 
the authorities were in possession of full information in reference to 
the Fenians, and that the precautions which had been taken to 
prevent any further outrages would be successful,

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS. 


FRANCE, 

THE distribution of prizes to the successful agricultural com- 
petitors at the Great International Exhibition took place on San iay 
at the Tuileries. The diplomatic body, the Ministers, and other 
high dignitaries were present. After the report of M. de Forcade 
La Roquette, the Minister of Agriculture, was read, the ‘Emperor 
said :-—*“ The success which has attended the Exhibition makes it a 
very difficult task to reward the merits of all when there are so many 
deserving. It was necessary to discriminate between the best, always 
a delicate task, and always leaving many regrets. The encouragement 
given to every branch of industry (added the Emperor) will bear 
its fruits. griculture and industry continue to advance, The 
men who labour to cultivate the land may always count upon my 
solicitude, and France, enriched by their exertions, will always 
stand in the first rank in the path of the progress of civilisation.” 
M. Rouher announced that three chief prizes were awarded to the 
Emperors of Russia and of Austria for their great improvements 
in horse-breeding, and to the Emperor of the French for his 
establishments and improvements for the benefit of agriculture, 
A great number of decorations were distributed. 

The Emperor on New-Year’s Day presented to the Prince Imperial 
a liliputian engine so perfect in its construction that it can draw a 
train of railway carriages on a railway of five hundred yards in 
length, the rails having been laid on the terrace running along the 
reserved gardens of the Tuileries. An engineer attends during the 
Prince’s recreation to teach him how to manage the locomotive, 
explaining the construction of the machine. 

n Tuesday’s sitting of the Corps Législatif M. Gressier laid upon 
the table the supplementary report on the Army Bill. The new 
draught proposes to exempt from service the Garde Mobile, the 
workmen in the naval arsenals and dockyards, the custom-house 
officials, letter-carriers, and some other public officials. 

A bill proposing a vote of 400,000f. for the relief of the indigent 
in Algeria was unanimously adopted. 

M. Michel Chevalier recommenced, on Tuesday, at the Collége 
de France, his lectures on Political Economy. He spoke of the 
great question of the day—military armaments; and showed that 
the part wealth now plays in them is becoming larger and larger, 
from which it follows that the States where the arts of peace are 
most cultivated, and where, consequently, the growth of wealth is 
most rapid, are those that have the best chance of obtaining military 

reponderance, At the same time, he insisted on the necessity of 
eeping military institutions subordinate to civil. The learned 
pool esor was frequently interrupted by loud applause, 


ITALY.

Advices from Shanghai report a revolution in Japan. The Tycoon 
is said to have resigned ; and, a3 one consequence of the change, it 
was considered probable that the opening of the new ports to 
foreigners would be delayed for a few months, 


THE UNITED STATES. . 

We have intelligence, by the Atlantic cable, from New York and 
Washington, to the 8th inst. 

The tary of the Treas has issued his usual monthly 
statement of the public debt and the cash in the Treasury of the 
United States. e total amount of debt on the Ist inst, was 
2,642,000,000 dols., against 2,639,000,000 dols, on Dec. 1 last, showing 
an increase of 3,000,000dols. The cash in the Treasury at the same 
date was 134,000,000dols., against 138,000,000dols. at the corre- 
sponding period of last month, showing a decrease of 4,000,000 dols. 

The Senate has passed a bill exempting from tax the United States 
cotton crop in 1868 and abolishing the duty on the importation of 
foreign cotton grown during the year ending April, 1859. 

The military committee of the Senate has presented a report re- 
commending that the Senate should not concur in the removal of 
Mr. Stanton from the secretaryship of war. 

The House of Representatives has passed resolutions thanking 
General Sheridan for his services, and censuring President Johnson 
for removing bim from his command; also one ordering the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs to take immediate action on the maltreat- 
ment of American citizens by the British authorities in Ireland. 
The House has passed a resolution authorising the sale of fifty-four 
surplus naval ironclads, 

he American correspondent of the Times says that Congress 
shows a disposition to revive the former disputes with Great Britain 
about the occupation of the island of San Juan. In the Senate, on 
Dec. 18, a resolution was adopted calling upon the President for all 
the information in his possession relative to the joint occupation of 
San Juan by the two countries. During the debate to which the 
resolution gave rise, Senator Howard, Republican, of Michigan, said 
he considered that Great Britain had no right to occupy the island, 
as it lay within the limita of the United States. He thought the 
joint occupation should be terminated as soon as possible, and the 
question decided as to which country owned the island. Mr, 
Corbett, Republican, of Oregon, spoke in a similar strain; and 
Mr. Sumner said he had perused the documents and thought they 
ought to be communicated to the public.

Its 
object is to consider the depressed condition of commerce and the 
transportation interests of the country. 

A terrible accident is recorded as having taken place on the Lik3 
Shore Railroad, running along the bank of Lake Erie from Buffalo 
to Cleveland, Ohio, A passenger-train running at full ~ ot off the 
track and rolled down an embankment forty feet high. Phe stoves 
in the carriages, being upset, fired the train; and, the doors being 
locked, the passengers could not escape from the conflagration. 
Forty-one persons were burnt to death, twenty of them being so 
mutilated as to be unrecognisable. Many others were injured,

A nation's taste depends on you ; 

Perhaps a nation’s virtue too. 
We do not know whether the Reform League has got into 
the house that was David Garrick's, but it is quite as con- 
vinced as he was that from that terrace the nation is ruled, 
The League has had its recess, and Mr, Beales, recovered from 
his snubbing, addresses his parliament in Royal-speech fashion, 
hoping that, after the recreation of the holidays—during which, 
we presume, the council has ceased from making shoes, tomb- 
stones, and coal-boxes—it will be “ prepared to encounter the 
labours of the present year in a spirit of sound and sober 
patriotism and’ judgment, and of inflexible firmness,” We 
quote, that our readers may not think that we are parodying 
the great Beales—it would be as easy to parody the opening 
of a Christmas pantomime, 


Indeed, we incline to be grateful to the League ; for the 
festival is over, and what an old writer calls the mournival 
succeeds, People cannot see theatrical spectacles twice, and 
the depressing weather is in keeping with the other disagree- 
ables of the season. Thanks, therefore, may seem due to 
anybody who will make us laugh, and the Beales brethrea 
(as an M.A,, he probably knows what “ Adelphi” means) 
execute feats worthy of any circus, We shall notice these 
acrobats in a good-natured way. Mr, Beales himself, the 
champion jumper, instant!y announced his intention of 
leaping through the newly-constructed Reform Act, He 
declares that the first business of the year is “to reform the 
reform,” and to get rid of what he calls the Tory clauses, which 
are calculated to cheat the people out of the franchise. Next, 
or perhaps first—for Mr, Beales, like the Emperor Napoleon, 
has his moments of vacillation—the Irish difficulty musi be 
settled “to the satisfaction of the Irish.” We shall have a 
little light on what the League means by this, Thirdly, the 
Adelphi-terrace must interpose to prevent the Government 
from destroying our liberties under pretence of putting dowra 
Fenianism, The Irish Reform League, it seems, has sus- 
pended operations, for which act Mr. Beales at first condemned 
it, but is now inclined to think tbat it was right, as the chair- 
man of that League, the O’Beales, thinks that the Irish 
Executive might not look kindly upon meetings held, 
at a time like this, for agitating purposes, and the chair- 
man makes a piteous allusion to a criminal conviction 
and a convict prison, The Irish League is therefore pardoned. 
But a terrible fact has to be revealed, and if the other 
Parliament is not immediately summoned to take the outrage 
into consideration, it is only because the convoking power is 
in the hands of the tyrants who have been guilty of the act 
we are about, shudderingly, to record, The letter from 
O’Beales to Beales was split open at one end! Mr, Beales 
held up the envelope to the view of his brethren, and a groan 
of horror resounded across the Thames, There was no mistake 
about it, The end of the envelope was open, Let no one 
imagine that the Dublin stationer had sold bad paper, or that 
a careless clerk had done the deed in ramming the despatch 
into a bag. The letter had been cut open, either by 
the Lord Lieutenant in Dublin, or the Postmaster- 
General in London, in the hope that something might 
be discovered to the detriment of Beales. And with 
that haughty disregard for the opinion of its slaves 
which characterises our tyrannical administration, there had 
been no attempt to conceal the deed, no refastening, not even 
the usual indorsement that the letter had been found open: 
the prond despots had read the document and loftily passed it 
on to the Adelphi by the hands of one of their hireling 
minions, the postmen, As haughtily did Mr, Beales proclaim 
his scorn and his defiance, and he stated that all his cor- 
respondence might be published at Charing-cross—with per- 
mission, we presume, of the proprietor of the hotel in whose 
yard it stands, Then, casting aside this blackening proof of 
the wickedness of the Executive, Beales grew tender, and 
moved that some deep sympathy should be sent to the Irish 
Reformers, and we hope that this will be inclosed in a 
registered letter, for fear of other accidents, 

So spoke Mr, Beales, and then his brethren proceeded to 
expound and expatiate upon the words of the prophet, Mr, 
Guedalla declared that there would be no satisfaction to the 
Irish until they had a national Parliament sitting in College- 
green, He hoped the League would help them to agitate for 
a repeal of the Union, Loyalty had run mad, and he was 
glad to ree that many working men had refused to be special 
constables, So much for the loyal Guedalla, Next came the 
equally loyal, truthful, and decorous Mudge. He “saw no 
liberty in England but the liberty to do as the Powers like, 
the right to keep a lot of German cut-throats in the country,” 
This League orator and leader mystifies us a little, and the 
last expression is perfectly unintelligible to us; but when this 
educated and respectable patriot and artisan shall be 
returned to Parliament he will probably explain himself 
in a sober moment, Next came the fiery Finlen, 
an equally worthy leader of the people, and equally qualified 
to be heard as an advocate and as a witness, For some strange 
reason, this gentleman was a little unacceptable, and he was 
charged with baving dishonoured the League by proclaiming 
his goodwill towards Fenianism ; but, as the patriot Mudge, 
of the cut-throat epigram, declared that no man had done so 
much for democracy as the patient Finlen, he was allowed to 
avow that he was a thorough Republican; We have heard 
that he hes done as much service to publicans as to Repub- 
licans ; but this does not make him less worthy of leading his 
fellow-citizens, Then came out the valiant Odger, the 
magnanimous pardoner of Messrs, Bright and Gladstone, 
when they had languished for some time under the wither- 
ing chill of his displeasure, He proposed that the Irishmen 
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should declare, by manhood suffrage, wha kind of 
government they would like. Then did the League 
get one bit of good sense, and it came from Mr, Cremer, who 
boldly avowed that the Irish grievance was a case not of liberty 
but of creed, and that if England were Catholic Ireland would 
hug her, There were State and geographical reasons against 
giving her independence, as she might come into the hands 
of a foe of this country ; andthis, as an English Democrat, 
he could not approve, There was fierce strife after this, and 
the discussion was adjourned ; the far-seeing Mudge declaring 
that the Clerkenwell explosion had been got up by the police 
to prevent Englishmen from expressing sympathy with 
Treland, 

Thus said Beales and his League. Had this week brought 
us a report of proceedings at the Asylum for Idiots, we 
might have given it the space we devote to an account of 
more wretched folly. As it is, sane readers may as well know 
what goes on in Adelphi-terrace, and how the “ popular 
leaders” talk and act.

The arrears of the Common Law Courts for Hilary Term, com- 
mencing to-day (Saturday), show an increase on the preceding 
term, The recent alteration will reduce the arrears ina few months, 
and rules for new trials will net be pending as at present over a 
period of twelve months, It is remarkable that in the three courts 
there are 117 rules for new trials, and the earliest in the Queen’s 
Bench was moved in January last. The arrears in the Queen’s 
Bench number 146, in the Common Pleas 1()1, and in the Exchequer 
42, making a total of 289 against 222 at the commencement of 
Michaelmas Term. In the Queen’s Bench there are 46 rules for new 
trials, and in the special paper 2 for judgment and 89 for argument, 
besides 9 enlarged rules, In the Common Pleas there are of 
new trials 40 rules, cases in the special paper 47, enlarged rules 8, 
and 6 matters standing for judgment, In the Exchequer there are 
3 errors and appeals, J rules in the new trial paper, 5 in the special 
paper, and of new trials 30 for argument and | for judgment, The 
operation of the new County Courts Act will materially lessen the 
number of arrears at common law, 


Mr. Charles Pembridge Langston, who was stated to be resident 
at Dalston, was summoned last Saturday, before the Lord Mayor, for 
violent and indecent behaviour in the parish church of St. Ethelburga, 
Bishopsgate, during Divine service on Dec. 29, by which he molested, 
disturbed, and vexed the Rev. J, M, Rodwell, the Rector, who 
preached on that occasion.

returning rapidly to the bows, the process is repeated till the river 
winds into a reach favourable for sailing. 








CURRENT LITERATURE. 


Roughing it in Crete in 1867. By J. E. Hilary Skinner. (R. 
Bentley.) A generous sympathy with oppre and struggling 
nations, joined to an indefatigable spirit of personal adventure, has 
urged Mr. Hilary Skinner to visit many scenes of popular warfare in 
the last five or six years. His narrative and descriptive books—one 
relating “* The Tale of Danish Heroism,” as displayed in the defence 
of Alsen and Diippel; another, called “ After the Storm,” giving a 
fair account both of the northern and southern States of America 
ard of the Empire of Maximilian in Mexico, before the with- 
drawal of the French army—contain much valuable information 
and display high literary powers. He writes in a lively, agreeable, 
ard uneffec style; but its greatest charm is derived from a 
candid and genial tone of feeling, and from a happy social faculty of 
frankly conversing with different races and classes of mankind, ani 
of entering into their sentiments and ideas, It is for these merits, 
rather than for any great amount of political sagacity or for any 
special knowledge of military tactics, that Mr. Skinner's reports 
upon the revolutionary conflicts of our time deserve to be read; and 
they were equally manifest in a series of letters contributed to 
the Da:/y News from the Prussian head-quarters in Bohemia and 
Moravia, in 1866, and from Venetia and the Roman States on a 
more recent occasion. The very interesting volume, which now 
makes its timely appearance, is the result of his ramble in Crete 
during the April, May, and June of last year, when he arrived by 
the famous Arkadi, the blockade-runner ; accompanied the Greek 
and native leaders of the insurrection, Petropoulaki, Korakas, aad 
Koroneos through their summer campaign over the slopes of Mount 
Ida; saw the battles of April 19 and May 18 in the province 
of Mylopotamo, near Herakleon; examined the ruins of the 
monastery at Arkadi, where the unburied corpses still lay 
of those martyrs of patriotism who had been killed by 
the voluntary blowing up of its magazines in the previous 
November; and, having coasted the southern and western shores of 
the island in an open boat, with a few other returning volunteers, 
to the frequent risk of their lives between the Turkish cruisers and 
the rocks and waves, finally made a midnight trip to Cerigotto, the 
nearest Greek island, and got back safely to Athens, Quite apart 
from the sympathy and admiration which may be due to these brave 
Cretans and Spartans, whose efforts and endurance in the cause of 
their country and liberty seem to be at least equal to the 
Italian exploits of Garibaldi and his followers, but have 
not been so favoured by the approval of any great European 
Power, this narrative of Mr. Skinner’s observations and experiences 
will be found one of the most entertaining books of its kind. It 
makes us acquainted with the ordinary life, the domestic habits and 
manners, of the simple villagers, shepherds, and fishermen of that 
romantic island, which is seldom explored by the English tourist, 
The extreme distress brought on the population of Crete by the 
Turkish blockade, which bas cut off the principal supply of food— 
since the island, being eo mountainous, does not grow much corn— 
and has thus reduced thousands of poor families to starvation, is the 
moet painful feature in the case, We earnestly hope that Mr. 
Skinner’s benevolent attempt to intercede for their relief will not 
prove fruitless, though we are scarcely convinced that it is the duty 
of the British Government to demand the entire relinquishment of 
the Sultan’s sovereignty in that afflicted island. 

Sales Attiei, By D'Arcy Wentworth Thompson. (Edinbargh : 
Edmon:ton and Douglas.) This is in all respects an elegant and 
classical volume, the contents of which are excellent reading for all 
men of learning and culture, and especially for Colonel Knox, For 
the author is that Greek professor, whom, on the ground of supposed 
Fenian sympathies, or, more — speaking, on the ground of 
having published sentiments expressed in strong language and cal- 
culated to suggest Fenianising tendencies, the gallant Colonel was 
anxious to have removed from the professorship of Greek in the 
Queen’s College, Galway. And this tasteful volume is sufficient, 
one would say, to convince even the gallant Colonel that the author 
is the right man in the right place, and that his removal would 
scarcely have been for the advantage of those who study Greek in 
the Queen's College, Galway. Norisit now for the first time that 
the author has shown how fully he enters into the spirit and how 
gracefully he can render the ideas and words of the poets 
and sages of ancient Greece, The volume under consideration 
contains “‘the maxims, witty and wise, of the Athenian tragic 
drama.’ The author, in fact, has culled from the works of 
#schylus, Sophocles, and Euripides whatever passages appeared to 
him to savour most strongly of the famous Attic salt. These 
paseages the author has not translated with any approach to literal 
rendering, but has freely paraphrased ; and the er cannot fail to 
be struck with the happy manner in which many a jewel is made to 
sparkle, with its brightness unimpaired and its identity unmis- 
takable, in a new setting, many a fair exchange is effected, many an 
undeniable = quo given, many an image faithfally reflected, 
many a brief an —— sentence skilfully expanded and success- 
fully delivered. and verse are both pressed into the service, 
and both are handled in a masterful fashion, rhymes being freely 
introduced, eo that to general excellence is added the inestimable 
charm of variety. The best shot, however, does not always make a 
bull’s-eye, and the best paraphrast does not always attain the mark. 
So it seems to be in this case; and once or twice a very slight 
alteration would improve the rhythm. For instance—

A Book Abowt Dominies, (Edinburgh: W. P. Nimmo.) The 
writer of this little book needed not to make any sm , for he has 
written what is more than pleasant to read. “ Unconnected and 
egotistical” his “essays” may be; but there is a style which makes 
even the egotistical readable, and he has command of that style. 
Moreover, his gossip is not only far from dull, but it also puts plain 
truths simply before one, and it occasionally becomes irresistibly 
humorous and irresistibly pathetic. Yet there is the tinge of melan- 
choly and discontent which is nearly always characteristic of the trae 
dominie, For your true dominie is a very different person from him 
who here in England assumes the white tie, seta up, as it were, a 
licensed victualling establishment, under the sign of the birchrod, 
and, hiring some underling at a butler’s wages to do the more 
important educational duties, makes his scholastic position « 
mere stepping-stone to social and ecclesiastical dignities. But our 
author is the true dominie; he assures us—incredible as the thing 


or, better still, 








may seem—that he became a dominie from necessity, and remained 
one from choice; which reminds one of the prisoner who, after long 
incarceration, preferred to remain a prisoner. Our dominie, how- 
ever, appears to have stuck to his ferule from a choice not resulting 
from mere force of habit, but deliberately adopted after mature 
reflection, with the noble purpose of doing some good. Such a 
dominie is a treasure to be sought after by all parents ; but he is 
probably unique; and, moreover, he may be, with all his excellent 
intentions, theories, and practice, a by no means successful 
teacher. He is, also, strongly imbued with the spirit of 
Dr. Busby; and, though one may cordially assent to the 
contemptuous terms in which he speaks of those who would 
consider a schoolboy degraded by wholesome personal chastisement, 
and to the distinction he draws between boys and the odious race of 
young gentlemen, the cases of Chancellor and others are a warning 
against excessive use of stick; and there is nothing in which the 
line of moderation is more readily passed than in the use of physical 
force, Our dominie makes many truthful remarks about the way in 
which dominies are treated by parents, and es — by ladies, who 
appear to regard the mere oolmaster, eemed by the title of 
reverend, as a semi-human being to whom the usual courtesies of 
society are not to be vouchsafed, to whom they may write notes on 
a strip of their husbands’ shaving-paper, and whose style and title 
are of no consequence. There are ladies, no doubt, who make a 
point in society of addressing a schoolmaster as “Sir,” of affecting 
an air of constraint and awe before him ; of treating him with the 
cold, unnatural, over-studied politeness with which you check the 
advances of an obtrusive stranger. But this sort of mock respect and 
lip service i3 perhaps the most offensive way of showing a man tha: 
you consider he is not as other men are. The worst, most common- 
wee and splenetic chapter is “Saturday—with Something aboat 
Fools.” e dominie might have been just enough to allow that, 
if our youthful warriors do “twirl thelr moustaches” and “ look 
down upon the whole world,” they are less to blame than the world 
which teaches and encourages them. Domiaies couldn't, even if they 
would, successfully assume a like superior air; for the world does 
not worship dominies, 

Proved wn the Fire. By William Duthie. (Charles W. Wood.) 
If this three-volume novel were a translation or adaptation from the 
German the fact would, of course, have been stated in a preface or 
on the titlepage. It must be concluded, therefore, that whatever 
seems to suggest a German original is due only to the skilful 
manner in which the German colour is laid on, It is “a story of 
the burning of Hamburg.” The scenes are, therefore, laid in 
Germany ; and, with the exception of three wild Englishmen, the 
characters are German. It is a good, wholesome, straightforward 
tale of true love; it is well written; it is commendable for its fresh, 
manly, vigorous, genial tone; it does not lack the humorous 
element; it has a fair sprinkling of incident; and it is interesting 
without being absorbing, pleasant without being exciting. There 
is scarcely a character which has not some special trait skilfally 
brought out in the portraiture; and the writer’s manner is perfectly 
easy snd unaffected, 

‘onstance Lorn and Other Poems. By Robert C. Caldwell. (Alfred 
W. Bennett.) A small collection of poems, contributed from time to 
time chiefly to an Indian paper.; The writer's poetical flight is 
pleasing rather than dazzling to contemplate; and, if he do not 
attain the first or second rank amongst our many bards, he rises 
considerably above the lowest. 

The Princess of Brunswick-Wolfenbiittel and Other Tales, By 
Heinrich Zschokke ; from the German by M. A. Faber. (Sampson 
Low, Son, and Marston.) Another volume of the handy Tauchnitz 
edition, ;The stories are sufficiently readable, though less interesting 
and lees engagingly written than other tales published in former 
volumes of the series. The stories are three in number; and of them 
the first and longest is one of which the author truly says, “ the 
subject matter is no longer unknown. Travellers and historians have 
mentioned the extraordinary occurrences narrated ia these pages,” 
The occurrences, however, well bear repetition in the prezent form ; 
and there is, doubtless, many a reader who will gladly and sym- 
pathisingly peruse the story of a Princess who braved the prejudices 
of the world, and who, being “the heirees presumptive to the 

atest empire in the world, formed her elysium amid the huts of 
innocent settlers, and found here, amid tribes of savages, a happier 
lot than had ever fallen to her share in the Imperial palace of 
Petersburg.” 

Burke's Peerage and Baronetage for 1868, 80th Edition, 
(Harrison, Pall-mall). This annual volume, by Sir Bernard Burke, 
has just appeared, at the due time and in its usual splendid garb, 
Much care has evidently been devoted to the production, with strict 
attention to correctness in all its departments, of this new edition, 
Dubious baronetcies are a topic now much agitated, and of these Sir 
Bernard entirely excludes some recent assumptions; and as to as- 
sumptions of a more ancient date, he observes in his preface, “‘ With 
regard to three or four of the older English baronetcies, and espe- 
cially to some of those of Nova Scotia, I cannot but remark that 
there is much doubt as to whether those dignities still legally exist ; 
but since the bearers of them are publicly, and often officially, re- 
cognised as baronets, I can do no more than set out in each instance, 
the facts and pedigree given, and leave the matter for refutation or 
for further elucidation, as the case may be.” The armorial ensigns 
are renovated in this volume, and give it much pictorialeffect. The 
perfection of a work like this is really a — benefit, for no 
chronicle is more requisite than an indisputable record of our peera 
and baronete—the time-honoured and merit-honoured magnates of 
the British empire. 

Thoughts on Men and Things Ciingeons) by Angelina Gushington, 
has reached a second edition, The Daily Prayer-book for the Use of 
Families (Jackson, Walford, and Hodder), by Robert Vaughan, D.D., 
seems to be well adapted for its purpose. /Pastoral Counsels

The “ Reforma- 
tion Symphony” has been performed by Herr Manna’s fine 








orchestra at the Crystal Palace. It is ome of the author's 
early works, having been composed for the great festival in 
1830 in commemoration of the Protestant Reformation in Germany. 
It was not, however, performed, and remained buried am 
the heaps of Mendelssohn’s manuscripts. It is inferior to his later 
symphonies, but is certainly a grand work, full of the author's cha- 
racteristic beauties, The so-called “Tram 
posed in 1526, and is now published in the form of an arrangemeat 
oy Herr Julius Rietz, a composer of great eminence, Many more 
of Mendelssohn's posthumous works have already appeared in 
Germany ; and, the work of disinterment being actively begun, many

We have been much gratified to find among the new publications 
of the day a work bearing the following title :— Domestic Life : 
Twelve Duets for the Pianoforte. By T. Moscheles.” (Novelle, 
Ewer, and Co.) This illustrious octogenarian, the patriarch of the 
pianoforte, is beginning to be too much forgotten among the present 
generation of musicians; and the sight of -his name attached 
to a vew work from his pen is med as a most interest- 
ing novelty. We need not tell our musical readers that 
Pee Cutty the a eng A of his life that } was 
lomestica in this country, was the t pianist ef the ° 
His works for this instrament—his sonsesttn, eotahen, and co rod 
pieces—were studied by every composer as models of perfection, 
and every performer who aspired to eminence laboured to emulate 
his wonderful powers of execution. A quarter of a century ago he 
left this country in consequence of his appointment to a profeasor- 
ship in the Conservatoire of Leipsic; and his devotion to the daties 
of his office, added to his four-score years, put a period to 
his career ag a composer, We are not aware that a single 
work by him has been published since he left Kugland, 
with the exception of the volume before us; and it (as 


its title imports) was a fruit of his domestic stimes in 
the bosom of family, His home isa happy one; his domestic 
circle remains in a great measure unbroken ; he lives surrounded by 


his children and grandchildren, and it has been for their pleasure 
and amusement that the pieces contained in this volume have been 
written, They are expressive of his feelings towards them; have 
been suggested by little —_. incidents, and composed to be played 
by them at the family fireside, They are very varied in style; full 
of playful gaiety, tenderness, or pathos; while all of them are full of 
the author's characteristic beauties.

THE FARM, 


THE table of imports for the firet eleven months of last yar gives 
the following results :—In cows, sheep, dc., there is a large decrease 
as compared with the same period of 1866, The increase in guano, 
more especially from Peru, is very considerable ; and hops have sprung 
from 52,376 cwt. to 169,864 cwt, In wool there is an increase of 
three or four millions of pounds, while oil-seed cakes have fallen off 
slightly. Corn entered for home consumption shows an aggregate 
of only 3,040,350 cwt. against 4,403,133 cwt. The exports of bason and 
hams, beef and pork, beer and ale, butter and cheese, are all smaller. 
Horses ~~ are slightly in advance, and sheep and lambs’ wool 
exhibit a falling off. 

Mr. Henry Bull, of Hurstpierrepoint, makes the following remarks, 
inter alia, upon milking and milk-keeping, in a letter upon the 
London butter trade to a member of the Agricultural Association at 
Fermanagh :— 

If you wish to get the best flow of milk, great pains should be taken te 
clean the udder before milking. The milkers should always wash their 
hands between the milking of each cow, which will prevent the cows from 
having sore teats; for this purpose it is advisable that a pail ef cold water 
should always be at hand. It is much tbe practice, especially with young 
milkers, after drawing part of the milk, to stop to hear or tell a story before 
finishing. This is a bad practice. To get the best results, the milk should 
be rapidly drawn as quickly as gs ea until the udder is thoroughly clean. 
A delicate hand will get more milk than one who is always out of sorts, and 
whom nothing pleases, and give more to a gentle maid than a crusty old 
bachelor. Milk the cows in rotation, beginning and ending with the same 
cow. I use tin , allowing the milk to stand not longer than thirty-six 
hours, before skimming off the cream. Care must be taken to wash the pan 

rfectly clean, then scald and place in the open air to sweeten until wanted. 

y dairy is fitted with hot-water pipes, which are in use from October te 
April, or thereabouts. The uniform heat night and day is 60 deg. to 64 deg. 
temperature. I wash the dairy throughout once a day, sweeping off the 
water that it may dry as soon as possible. The benches in the dairy 
for the pans to stand upon ave iron rods placed two feet above the hot-water 
pipes. The milk should be strained from the pail into the pans through a 
fine wire sieve ; but before so doing a small quaatity of saltpetre (say halfa 

ful, not more) should be put into every pan. Fach pan holds three 
gallons of milk. When the cows are in the stalls they require to be kept 
warm (as they will produce more milk than when left cold), airy, and very 
clean. The less quantity of straw they have to lie onjthe cleaner their udders 
will be kept. With regard to the quantity of butter that an Alderney cow 
will produce, I find that with fifty or sixty cows in fall milk in the summer 
time they would average about 81b. to 101b. per cow per week ; and yet were 
I to select two or thiee of average quality, pasture them by themselves, and 
keep their milk in separate pans, the produce would be 121lb. or 13lb. per 
week each cow. I account for this by cows always doing beteer in twos aad 
threes than in large herds, and also that the mixture of the different cows’ 
milk will not produce so much cream or butter as if kept and churned 
separately. 

Mr. Duckham is busily preparing the seventh volume of the 
Hereford Herd Book, which will contain pedigrees of bulls, cows, and 
heifers, with their produce, up to the 3ist of the present month, 

Mr. R. A, Alexander, of Airdrie House, Lanarkshire, and Wood- 
burn Farm, Kentucky, once well known as a most spirited buyer of 
shorthorns, died a short time since. He began the shorthorn 
business in 1851, and bought considerably for some years, both 
in private and by auction. Dachess of Athol from Batea's 
Duchess 54th, and Second Duke of Athol by Booth’s Lord George, 
were among his heaviest purchases, This was early in 1353, and 
was the beginning, so to s , of thé Tortworth prices, and the 
1000 gs, each for First and md Grand Duke. In 1554 his herd 
was nearly a hundred strong both at Airdrie and Woodburn, 
He began his bull sales at Woodburn the following year, when 
fourteen bulls averaged £80. The sales were continued up to 1850, 
and as soon as the war broke out he sent over the three Dukes of 
Airdrie, 2nd, 5th, and 6th, Mr. Betts bought the Sixth Duke, a large, 
handsome bull, and the sire of some plain-headed heifers which were 
sold when the Preston Hall herd was broken up. The Second Duke 
won the first prize at the Easex Show, and Mr, Beaseley bought him 
at the Clifton Pastures sale. Mr, Alexander was a most liberal host 
to all who went to see him and his herd in Kentucky. We have 
been told that his farm was the scene of a great battle, and that the 
house was destroyed by the troops,

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SOONER OR LATER,* 


HAvinG adverted, from time to time, to the instalments of Mr, 
Shirley Brooks's new story, we are happy to be able to say that our 
anticipations of its merits have been more than reali r. Brooks 
has produced his most powerful and moat artistic work, “ Sooner or 
Later” is a more remarkable book than often comes under the critic's 
eye. The author has elected to deal with a complex matrimonial 

roblem, and he has worked it out with rare felicity ; though we are 

und to say that he has more than once reminded us of Dryden’s 
pilot, and has steered into dangerous seas, not so much for the 
purpose of showing his own skill as for enhancing the value of 
certain gbaracters, The picture which he has been working at has 
one principal figure, and so lovely a one that we hardly feel inclined 
to be very good friends with the author for putting that beautifal 
and innecent creature through so fiery a trial, He has taken a per- 
fectly charming, affectionate, loving, modest English maiden, and 
has wedded her to a husband who at first did not love her, and who 
had to show himself capable of becoming a much better man than 
we find him at the outset, Of the machinery of the etory we 
shall speak presently; but our immediate purpose is to explain 
that the author, having contrived various incidents by which 
the young couple become estranged, so conducts his story as 
to develop in the wife a noble example of courage, patience, 
and devotion, while the husband’s awakening love elevates 
him into worthiness; and at the close they are left in complete 
bappiness, which has a moral basis, and therefore will be permanent, 
So there is a true morality in Mr, Brooks's idea, and we hasten to 
indicate this (which is immeasurably superior to mere sentiment), 
because a superficial reader may see in the story a good many things 
which, if he do not view them in a right light, may interfere with 
his perception of the admirable purpose of the book; for though 
Mr. Brooks disclaims a purpose outside his art, his instinct has 
led him to work out a noble triumph for the pure good woman, 
Magdalen Dormer. For the rest, if a painter has to give us 
the temptation of St, Anthony, the saint will achieve small honour 
unless the demons are made, respectively, ugly or alluring. 

The leading idea being the trial and triumph of a lovely woman, 
we come to the means by which these results are obtained; And here 
we may as well at once express our unfeigned astonishment 
at the resources which Mr, Brooks has at command and the 
bold and lavish use he has made of them, His knowledge 


of society has been abundantly displayed in his previous 
novels, and notably in “The Suver Cord;” ut in 
“Sooner or Later” he produces so marvellous a_ variety 


of types of character that we grudge to several of them their sub- 
ordinate position, and ungratefully wish that they had been reserved 
for independent treatment, Yet, finished as they are, the artist has 
kept a despotic eye on them and never permits them to rise in undue 
proportion, Among the principal of them is Dudley, a medical man 
(the villain of the mae who is bad and brutal, and who is clever! 
redeemed from our absolute dislike by his courage and by his 
sarcastic power, and when he comes to a deserved end we have a 
touch of pity for him, We have two clergymen, father and son, 
niterly opposed in character—one a magnificent hypocrite; the 
other a weak, impulsive creature, with a sort of conscience. We have 
a delightful couple of parents—the father a refined, fastidious, self- 
tormenting scholar ; the mother all heart, but with feminine sharp- 
nees of speech and soundness of sense, We have a high-class editor, 
moving in the best circles, and decidedly an honour to our craft (Mr, 
Brooks never makes his authors Bohemians, and he is loyal to his 
calling) ; and his faithful subordinate, evidently composed from life, 
We have the Evangelical lady-leader of society in a country town, 
and her eatellites and her two grim daughters, excellently discrimi- 
nated ; and we have her worldly rival—a beautiful, flirting, flippant 
woman, whose husband is out of the way. We have a couple of 
dramatic authors—capital fellows—and one of them with one of the 
nicest wives that even Mr, Brooks, whose young matrons are ever 
lovable, has depicted, and we have one of those good-hearted saucy- 
tongued actresses whom everybody must like in spite of her daring 
speeches and offhand manners. We have two other female charac- 
ters: one so vile as only to be excusable on the St, Anthony plea 
above mentioned, and of whose past wild and wicked life we only 
get glimpses and memories which make us shudder ; the other a boldly 
conceived but delicately executed portrait of a girl rather erring thaa 
guilty, and whose punishment is very thoughtfully administered, the 
shallowness of her pleasant nature becoming more apparent at each 
trial. We have a musical composer, a merry fellow but for his 
jealousy of an unworthy but not unfaithful wife; we have a weak 
rogue, who is tormen remorseleasly by the author, who relents at 
last and lets him down easily; we have a large, loud, good-natured 
serjeant-at-law who becomes very useful, and we have his opposite 
in a refined Catholic conveyancer, whose chambers are perfection, 
and who is worthy of such an abode, And, as if these were not 
enough, we have about a dozen members of a London club, who say 
as many good things at a sitting as we fancy would supply most 
clubs for a year, but whose chief attraction is their success in the 
most unhesitating chaff, given and taken in the best spirit, The 
meetings of the Octagon Olab, of the Dorcas Society, and of the 
dramatists and the composer, abound with talk brilliant enough to do 
credit to any of our wits, past or present, 

Of the “sensation” machinery, if we must use the word, we will 
only eay that there is a fall from a housetop, a forgery, a false 
charge arising out of a mixture of lie and error, an extortion plot, 
and a double retribution, with deaths—one very dismal indeed, All 
this business is skilfully used, and mystery is kept very well in hand ; 
but our own pleasure has been found in the sunshine portion of the 
book, in the delicate lovingness of the young wife and her playful 
happiness, and, we must add, in the sorrow which she bears so holily, 
A more beautiful character than Magdalen Dormer has not been 

ainted in our time. We wish her hnsband had been a better man ; 
Pat Mr. Brooke's faith in the goodness of men seems somehow limited ; 
he atones by unlimited belief in good women and almost equal 
indulgence for those who are not, 

We will add only, as everybody will read a novel by Mr. Shirley 
Brooke, that we cordially congratulate him on the brilliant success 
of his reappearance on a stage from which he has been absent too 
long. His book is inscribed to three friends, in memory of a lost 
friend, John Phillip, B.A., in whose Highland home the writer 
states the book to have been planned, That home has passed into 
the worthy keeping of one of the gentlemen mentioned in the dedi- 
cation (who was recently honoured with the hand of the most 
charming of our young lady actresses), and it is satisfactory to know 
that it is prized as much for its memories as fgr its beauties, which 
latter have furnished Mr, Brooks with the material for a most 
effective bit of scene-painting in his first volume, 

He has been very happy in his collaborateur. Mr. G. du Maurier 
has furnished seventeen illustrations, some of which are among the 
most graceful and fascinating of the works of this accomplished 
artist, whose perceptions of feminine loveliness are not surpassed, 
if, indeed, they are equalled, and who has in several cases added 
the charms of a pensiveness of expression which is most difficult 
to render without exaggeration. 


A letter has been received from Mr. Rassam, dated Oct. 28,

In my opinion, the presence of a Metropolitan for 
Abyesinia, accompanying the General in command, would remove 
many of the difficulties which are likely to arise from our invasion 
of the country, as the Abyssinians are a very superstitious people, 
and regard their Abuna in the light of an angel sent from Heaven,” 
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MUSIC, 


THERE have been few musical entertainments in London during the 
Christmas holidays, the amusements of this festive season being 
more of a convivial than of an artistic nature, When music is put 
in requisition, it is chiefly to aid the movements of the “light fan- 
tastic toe.” We have, however, to mention one musical entertain- 
ment of the highest order—the Monday Popular Concerts, which, 
suspended during the recess, were resumed on Twelfth Night, Jan. 6, 
The concert was as excellent and successful as usual, instru- 
mental portion presented much that was admirable, but little that was 
new. The programme included Beethoven’s quartet in A minor, the 
second of the celebrated “ Rasomoffsky set;’’ played by Messrs. 
Straus, Ries, Blagrove, and Piatti; Bach's Prelude Courante, and 
Allemande, played by Signor Piatti on the violoncello; Schubert's 

janoforte sonata in A minor, performed by Mr. Charles Hallé ; 

ozart’s pianoforte trio in E major, in which Mr. Hallé took the 
leading part ; and Haydn’s quartet in OC major, op. 64, Mr, Santley 
was the singer of the evening, and gave great interest to the vocal 
music, In the first place he sang Gounod’s sacred song, “ Nazareth,” 
remarkable for its simple and expressive melody. Next he sang a 
new e0ng, U6 by Henry Smart, and performed for the first time. 
It is called “ Wake, Mary, Wake !” and is the matinade of a lover to 
his sleeping fair one. The words, which we understand are from 
the pen of Mr. John Latey, are full of try and impassioned 
feeling. Mr. Santley gave it with great effect, and was vehement! 
applauded. Lastly, he sang two of Schubert's fine Lieder, wit 
English words, which, like Smart's beautifal serenade, was rapta- 
rously applauded, ‘The room was fall, notwithstanding the severity 
of the weather. 





THE THEATRES, 


SUCH, now, is the number of theatres, that exceptional cases are also, 
in preportion, much increased, and the conventions of management 
ore more yr violated, The present season does not exactly 
follow the plan of the preceding, but revels rather in departures 
from the ordinary rule. Several managements have ventured out of 
the usval track, and left pantomimes and burlesques to old-fashioned 
conductors or to those new managers who thought it most safe to 
travel in the line of old experience. Among the managers who have 
preferred novelty we may reckon Mr, Buckstone, who, when the pres- 
sure On newepaper columns became most stringent, was bold enough 
to produce Mr, Falconer’s comedy, “A Wife Well Won,” at the 
riek of its being overlooked in the midst of the general attention 
claimed by the erowd of Christmas entertainments fashioned after 
the popular type. This comedy is founded on one of Paul de Kock's 
curious stories, called “‘ The Man with the Three Pairs of Breeches,” 
There was boldness in the idea of adopting such a plot for a new 
drama; but the union of the superstitious with the comic element 
nevertheless proved acceptable to a British audience. Mr, Sothern is 
the hero whoee good fortunes are dependent on his pantaloons., These 
are of threecolours, emblematic of the phases of the French Revolution, 
red, white, and blue, We will not pretend to penetrate their mystic 
significance, which would, indeed, lead us into political disquisition 
rather than dramatic criticism. The breeches in question are the 
bequest to Albert Bresange by his great-uncle, from whom Albert 
had expected a large pecuniary legacy. He makes the best, how- 
ever, of the gift, puts on the first pair, and goes to the residence of 
Marguerite de Launay (Mies Robertson), who is in danger from the 
vigilance of a Red Republican, He arrives just in time to save her; 
for just as Goulard (Mr. Rogers) rushes in with a mob to denounce 
her as an aristocrat intending to escape, he is thwarted by learning 
that she has become the wife of a sans culotte, and Albert makes 
accordingly a democratic speech which deters the crowd from further 
violence. Marguerite is thus enabled to depart in safety, but leaves 
in Albert’s hands the certificate of their hasty marriage. The next 
time he wears his uncle’s bequest he puts on the blue pair, and 
appears in London, where he finds Marguerite on the ag of 
marriage with the Marquis de Chamont (Mr. Kendal), but also that 
she has not forgotten him, Assured of her affection, he demands 
her hand of her father, the Count de Launay (Mr. Howe), but is 
refused on the ground of his being a plebeian, notwithstanding that 
he had restored to the proscribed aristocrat the confiscated estate 
and property of which he had become possessed, The next time 
we see Albert, he wears the white trousers, and is in Paris, asa 
General serving under Buonaparte. The Count is in danger of 
Goulard, who has induced him to sign a document authorising the 
removal of the First Consul, But Goulard is opposed by the superior 
genius of Albert, who has overheard the Count condemn any attempt 
at assaesination, and thus brings to a standstill the denouncer, who 
is sentenced to the galleys, The Count, vanquished by his gene- 
rosity, on the production of the certificate of his prior marriage with 
Marguerite, admits his claims to be her husband, Mr. Sothern will 
decidedly increase his reputation by the sincere and earnest style in 
which he sustained the character. Mr. Buck stone is also provided 
with a part which precisely suits his manner, As Albert’s friend, 
Alexandre, he aide the former in his efforts to defeat the cunning 

lans of the spy, and generally deports himself with a genial 

umour, which provokes immense merriment. 

Another new piece, presented under similar circumstances, had 
not the same good fortune, It is entitled “‘ The Needful,” is written 
by the most popular of our modern dramatiste, Mr. H, T. Craven, 
and acted at the St. James's. Some year and a half since it was 
pes at the Liverpool Theatre, and is in five acts, a form of 

rama which Mr. Craven has not yet mastered, The story is in- 
volved and difficult to describe. We learn early that Mr. and Mrs, 
Meek (Mr. D. Evans and Miss a stand in peculiar relations to 
each other; the wife is her husband's doctor, and, having baried 
one husband, knows well how to rule her second, who, moreover, is 
a very timid man. She is, besides, Mr. Meek’s second wife, and 
both parties have children living of their former marrii Miss 
Avna Meek (Miss Love), one of his children, is cruelly used by her 
a pene who reproaches her with her mother’s humble origin, 
and arrogates for hereelf aristocratic birth and breeding. These are 
the elements out of which grows the action of the ma, Miss 
Herbert, who has returned to this stage, sustains an important part, 
that of Mies Kate Heartle , daughter and heiress of a wealthy man 
who died in India, and desired by his will that she should wed 
an Irish acquaintance, Oaptain Feargus Daly (Mr. Belford), Kate, of 
course, takes a dislike to him before she sees him ; but, meeting him 
accidentally, finds much in him to approve of, and ultimately accepts 
him. Miss Anna Meek, of whom we have spoken, is in love with one 
Mr. Ernest Otway (Mr. Stretton), who is subject to the conditions of 
a will by which, unless he can marry a lady with ten thousand 
pounds before he is thirty, he must forfeit a fortune of thirty 
thousand pounds, Miss Meek will not allow her lover to sacrifice 
himself for her eske, and finds refuge in the family of a retired 
tallow merchant, Mr, Abraham Store—a part capitally acted by Mr, 
Craven himself, Store diecovers that he is her uncle, and provides 
her with a suitable portion, and so enables her to wed Mr. Otway. 
But Store conceals his intention from the lovers until he secures their 
happiness, and thus throws them into the greatest perplexity, which 
renders the last act rather tedious. There are several other cha- 
racters in the new comedy which are exceedingly well supported, 
but are too independent of the general plot to justify the descrip- 
tion which they would require, The scenery, by Mr, F. Fenton, is 
remarkably good, and includes a view of Ryde Pier, in the Isle of 


Wight. 

We have to congratulate Mr, Byron on the complete success of 
his new comedy, entitled “ Dearer than Life,” produced on Wednes- 
day at the Queen’s Theatre. But objections, and those serious 
ones, may be taken in regard to the structure of the piece, These, 
however, belong rather to the critic than to the public; and, as the 
story is domestic, and has a strong interest, the latter will probabl 
be content with the new drama as it stands, Mr. Toole is the life 
and soul of the action, and never displayed his genius to better 
advantege. Michael Garner is the father of a fast eon (Mr.Wyndham), 
who commits a forgery; and the old man, to cover his guilt, takes 
upon himeelf the charge, One touching point in the story is that 
the mother believes in the boy's innocence, and never has 
any doubt of her husband's crime. In the third act, the family is 
chown in a state of almost destitution; but before the close the

Tus new building 
which is situated in 
Carlisle-place, near the 
Victoria railway > 
tion, was erected partly 
by subscriptions, raised 
among the officers of 
the brigade of Guards 
and their friends, and 
assisted by a grant of 
£3000 from the War 
Office. The institution 
has been established for 
the purpose of affording 
the conveniences and 
social recreations of a 
club to the non-com- 
missioned officers and 
ivates of the Army 
iS gence, It is partly 
supported by the sma 
weekly subscriptions of 
the men, The building 
consists of a  base- 
ment story, containing 
a kitchen, sculleries, 
stores, cellars, pantries, 
and washhouse, together 
with quarters for the 
superintendent and for 
a few married and single 
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men, In the adjacent 











yard are the bowling- 
alley, the latrines, 
the coal-cellars, wood- 
stores, and other requi- 
site offices. On the 
und floor is a large 
entrance-hall, with a 
handsome stone stair- 
case leading to the first 
and second floors. The 
ground floor contains a 
sergeants’ reading-room, 
sergeants’ coffee-room, 
re privates’ coffee- 
room. The two last 
communicate with a 
well-furnished bar, un- 
derneath the first flight 
of the staircase. Above 
the bar are the principal 
lavatories, On the first 
floor are the sergeants’ reading-room, the privates’ reading-room and 
billiard-room, and the library. Both this story and the story above 
are 13ft. high. The second or attic floor is entirely occupied by 
one large room, nearly 100 ft. long by 50 ft. wide, which are the 
superficial dimensions of the entire —— The extreme height 
of this room is 24 ft.,asit includes the whole of the roof-framing, which | 
is so wrought and varnished as to be in a certain de ornamental. 
It will be used for lectures and concerts, or as a work-room for those | 
subscribers who follow a trade during their leisure hours. The 
reading-rooms and library are well oe with books and news- 
apers. The billiard-rooms are furnished with billiard-tables and 
Pavatelle-tables, The building is lighted throughout with gas. 
Beer, porter, and provisions are provided at a moderate tariff. There

of the institution meeting with the success which it deserves. 
Externally, as shown in our Illustration, the building is ornamental 
and substantial looking. Its decoration is simple and effective, 
being chiefly executed in terra-cotta; and although the walls are 
built of common bricks, they are preserved from meanness by the 
introduction of beaded bricks at all their external angles ; a simple 
and inexpensive ornament, which fully answers its purpose. 

The building was designed and erected under the direction of Mr.

THe Suttee Chowrah 
Ghaut, or wharf, at 
Cawnpore, is a place of 
hideous memo for 
there it was that the 
officers and soldiers of 
the British arrison, 
with many others of 
our countrymen, were 
cruelly and treacher- 
ously massacred, on 
June 27, 1857, Sir Hugh 
Wheeler's attempted 
defence having proved 
of no avail, the surrender 
of Cawrpore to the 
rebels, headed by Nana 
Sahib, could no longer 
be delayed; but per- 
mission was given to all 
the English, with their 
families, to embark in 
boats on the Ganges 
and to pass safely down 
the river. It was then 
that this atrocious act of 
perfidy and cruelty was 
perpetrated, under cir- 
cumstances which gave 
them no chance of self- 
defence. The women 
and children, for the 
most part, not having 
yet embarked when the 
boats were fired upon, 
did not perish in this 
massacre, but were re- 
served for a still more 
dreadful fate, being slaughtered and thrown into the horrid well, 
on July 15. The principal authors of this enormous crime were 
Nana Sahib (or Dhundw Put); his brother, Bala Sahib; Tantia 
Topee, and Azeemollah Khan. The following description of the 
place is taken from Mr. W. H. Russell's “ Diary in India,” written 
a twelvemonth afterwards :— 

“ Before the sun was hot, I took a walk to the ghaut, where 
Wheeler's garrison was attacked on embarking, and was cruelly 
slaughtered, with the exception of the unhappy Tadies. It is a place 
of horrid memory, well suited by its position for the atrocious stra- 
tagem. Had our soldiers not been taken by surprise, they would, no 
doubt, have carried the guns, swept the assassins out of their lurk- 
ing-places, cleared the beach, and effectually covered the embarka- 
tion, The road by which the procession marched to the boats goes

SPECIAL CONSTABLES AT WOOLWICH ARSENAL, 
THE Illustration on our front page represents the swearing in of the 
officials, artificers, and labourers of Woolwich Arsenal as 
constables for the preservation of the peace in the division of Black- 
heath, This tock place on Wednesday week. Several of the county 
magistrates attended for that purpose. Colonel Sir Thomas 
Wilson took the oaths of the men employed in the gun- 
factories in the Mechanics’ Institute. Captain Robertson, R.N., and 
Mr. Brownlow Poulter, of Lee-park, Blackheath, administered the 
oaths in a similar manuer in the pattern-roomof the Royal laboratory 
to the members of that department. Lientenant-General B, H. V. 
Arbuckle, of Little-heatb, Charlton, officiated in the spacious 
mounting-ground of the carriage department; and Mr. Geor; 
Parker took the oaths of the ships’ crews and the men of the 
military store department. It is computed that the aggregate 
number of “specials” thus added to the Woolwich force amounts 
to little short of 9000; and, including these, Woolwich can muster 
13,000 new constables. The 26th Kent battalion of Rifle Volunteers, 
belonging to the Royal gun-factories, marched uf to the Mechanics’ 
Institute, headed by their band, and took the oaths from Colonel 
Sir Thomas M. Wilson. by bm commanded by the following 
officers :—Lieutenant-Colonel , Majors Davidson and Elliott, 
Captain and Adjutant William H. Kebbel, and other officers, The 
Volunteer Artillery, principally composed of men of the 
laboratory and carriage de t, in command of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Oram, Major Thorpe, and others, took the oaths in succession 
from Captain Robertson and Mr. Poulter, and permission was 
granted by the Secretary of State for War to allow leave of absence 
until the following morning for the entire detachment. Woolwich 
can therefore rely upon the services of a most efficient body of 
—, in addition to the military garrison, to resist a Fenian 
attack. 





MOOSE-HUNTING IN CANADA. 


THE chase of the moose deer, or “ cariboo,” in the forests and plains 
of British America, especially in New Brunswick and Lower Canada, 
is one of those manly sports which beguile the long winter of that 
region, and call into exercise the spirit of adventure, the courage, 
skill, and fortitude of its ardent votaries amongst the colonial 
population, The noble animal in question, sometimes called the 
American elk, is rather larger than a horse; it has a short, thick 
neck, which, as well as the withers, is clothed with a heavy mane ; 
the head, which is very long and narrow, bears a huge pair of horns, 
often 6ft. wide, and weighing 50 Ib. or 6v lb ; and to its throat is 
attached a pendulous gland, which gives it rather a peculiar aspect. 

ts tail is but 4in. in length. Though it never gallops, but strides or 
stalks along, holding its nose up, and its horns laid backward, it rans 
with great speed. Its habits are solitary while feeding, andits acute 
sense of hearing makes it very difficult for the hunterto approach. It is 
usual to look for the foot-tracks of the moose in the snow, and to 
follow its course, but with extreme caution, making as little noise 
as possible till near enough to get a shot. When the snow is deep, 
the hun‘ers are accustomed to wear the long and broad snow-shoes 
of the country, in which they can walk upon the surface without 
sinking. The Llustrations of this Canadian sport, which we have 
engraved, are taken from a set of well-executed photographs, sent 
to us, a twelvemonth ago, by Mr. W. Notman, photographic artist, 
of Montreal. The first represents a hunting y at the door of 
their tent, where they have been watching till they have just got 
sight of their game ; and the other shows their arrival at the tent in 
the evening, after the fatigues of a successfal day, laden with the 
spoils of their prowess. 


LEICESTEB-SQUARE. 


Few sites in the metropolis have exhibited so many phases of its 
motley life as Leicester-square. Other squares may be more abun- 
dantly storied with memories of the wealthy and the great; but 
there is no area or “ a te ope ” which has experienced a lot so 
chequered with light and shade as that which bears the noble name 
of Leicester, In its two centuries and a half of existence it has 
been the abode of the Heir to the Throne and “ the pouting-place of 
princes ;’ but it now presents a desert waste in the foreground of our 
view, and in its mid-distance a sad scene of ruin ; while the laurelled 
effigy of Royalty sits aloft upon his charger, as if to proclaim the 
nothingness of human grandeur. 

In this place motley is the only wear. Its story has been often 
told—by the antiquarian topographer as well as by those ingenious 
writers who beat out their weighty matepial to the thinness of gold-

Now, we have a distinct recollection of seeing the statue 
about 1812, when it had been just regilt, Mr. ingham 
describes it as George II. It is generally described as erected in 
this King’s reign. r. Cowper, in Parliament, has more than once 
referred to the statue as George II, 

The most intact memorial-house in the square is that of Sir Joshua 
Reynolds, No. 47, on the west side, now Messrs. Puttick and 
Simpson's, the book auctioneers, Here is the noble staircase up 
which so many illustrious persons walked to pay homage to our 
aa English painter. His wine-cellar,in the basement of the 

ouse, is used as a _strong-room by the present tenants for 
valuable books. Sir Joshua died here, on the night of Feb. 23, 
1792, in his sixty-ninth year. At the funeral Burke attempted to 
thank the Royal A icians for the respect shown to the remains 
of their late president ; but the orator’s feeling could only find vent 
in tears; he could not utter a word. The house in the square was 
su uently the residence of the Earl of Inchiquin, who married 
Miss Palmer, Sir Joshua’s niece. He was created Marquis of 
Thomond, and died in 1808, After the death of his widow, the 
Marchioness of Thomond, in 1821, the house was let to the Western 
Literary and Scientific Institution. Some premises in the rear of 
the house, in Spur-street, were taken down, and a theatre built for 
the society from the designs of Mr. George Godwin, F.RB.S. 

On the east side cf the square, in what was subsequently the 
northern wing of the Sabloniére Hotel (now vacant), Hogarth came 
to live, in 1733. His name was on a brass Pty, and the sign 
of the Golden Head over it, cut in pieces of cork, by Hogarth, and 
glued together. His painting-room became the Sabloniare billiard- 
room. Next door to Hogarth lived John Hunter. 
he built rooms for his collectio lectures, and levées, The 
Alhambra, in the centre of the east side of the square, was originally 
built for the Panopticon, a polytechnic exhibition got up by a clever 
mechanician named Clarke. 

Leicester-square has long been the resort and habitat of foreigners; 
and Maitland, in 1839, described the parish so greatly abounding 
with French “that it is an easy matter for a stranger to imagine 
himself in France.” The waste of the square must have been 
deplored by its foreign frequenters; whilst the London topegreghe, 
by the glimpses of the moon, may almost imagine he sees Hogarth, 
in his scarlet roquelaure and cocked hat, taking his evening walk in 
the garden (as was his wont), with the mutilated statue for his only 
companion. Yet these are but a few of the artistic memories that 
flit about this seedy London square. Shades of the gay company at 
Reynolds’s dinners, of another set at Hogarth’s ; of Charles Dibdin, 
the song-writer ; of good old Miss Linwood, in her ninetieth year ; 
and of Burford, the panorama-painter; and of Reynolds’s gay co 
which he painted with the Four Seasons—where are ye? And, ami 
the gloom of that deserted garden, Echo answers, Where ?

JAPANESE THEATBICALS AT OSAKA, 


Ovk correspondent in Japan, Mr. Wirgman, contributes the fol- 
lowing :—“ I inclose some more sketches of Osaka, which I am sure 
will interest your readers. The first one represents the interior of 
the theatre of Osaka; at least of one of the theatres, for there are 
no less than five in one street, They are very large, and are built 
on the same plan as ours, with pit, boxes, and gallery ; the musicians 
sit in a corner of the , and there is a matted way that runs 
through the pit on to stage, along which the actors now and 
then disport themselves. There are scenes and drop scenes; also a 
curtain, The acting lasts all day and nearly half the night, whilst 
people eat, drink, and smoke without leaving the play ; and for their 
convenience, attached to the theatre, and in the street, are numerous 
eating-housee, from which meals Pa be procured at any hour, in- 
cluding soups and hot wine. All the girls come in their holida 

clothes, and as they are gorgeous, the benches occupied by the audi- 
ence present a most beautiful and variegated appearance, The 
dresses of the actors are also superb and very costly. The acting is 
exceedingly good, especially that of the tragedies; one sometimes 
sees the whole female audience weeping at the pathetic scenes, 
Feats of athletic strength and skill are displayed here. One man 
walked across the pit on a thin slack string, and performed asto- 
nishing feats upon it; bat the most ex i sight was, the 
same man letting himself slide backwards down an ined string. 
You see in the pit the coun of our women crying, ‘ Oranges, 
lemonade, sodawater, and bill of the play;’ but without the soda- 
water, and lemo .

THE CENTRAL PACIFIC RAILWAY OF NORTH 
AMERICA. 


THe chief links in the vast system of railway communication, 
which will soon connect the Atlantic and Pacific shores of the t 
American Republic together, are the “ Union Pacific Railway,” ex- 
tending 1600 miles, from the city of Omaha, in the State of Ne 

to the western boundary of Nevada, and the “ Central Pacific Rail- 
way of California,” forming a junction with the line from Nebraska, 
onl: uniting it with San Francisco. The Union Pacific Railway is 
connected also with lines from St. Louis, in Missouri, and from 
Leavenworth, in Kansas, as well as with the railways of Iowa, 
Illinois, and the other more populous States of the Union. Its 
course westward passes through a wild and almost uninhabited 
country to the Rocky Mountains, then by way of Utah and the 
Great Salt Lake to California, =rene ove lofty mountain ranges, 
A company, with a capital of one hun million dollars, or twenty 
millions sterling, was formed some years ago, and assisted by Con- 
gress with most liberal grants of land and money. The work was 
commenced in the spring of 1864, and is now completed almost to 
the foot of the Rocky Mountains, both from Omaha and St. Louis ; 
while the Californian portion, from the Pacific coast, has made no 
less rapid progress. We have engraved two illustrations of the 
scenery traversed by this railway, which were supplied by Mr. Geo. 
E. Grey, the consulting engineer. 

The first view is en at Long Ravine, at a point where the 
Central Pacific line crosses the ravine by a wooden bridge, at a 
height of about 120ft. above the ground. The main etructure is 
designed on the principle known in the United States as the Howe 
truss, which is remarkable for its economical proportions and great 
stability. The second view is from the summit of Donner Pass, in 
the Sierra Nevada Mountains, looking eastward, Donner Lake lies 
below, and the Washoe silver-mining regions are seen in the distance. 
This lake is a beautiful sheet of water supplied perpetually by the 
melting snows of the Sierra. Itis about one mile wide and five or

six long, and lies at an elevation of about 6000 ft. above the level of 
the sea. The Donner Pass is a depression in the Sierra Nevada 
though 7043 ft, above the sea) which the Central Pacific Railroad 
mpany have selected as the most suitable place to cross the 
mountain with their railway from the Pacific Ocean to the mineral 
regions of Washoe, Humboldt, and Reese River, thence to Great Salt 
i, connecting with the Union Pacific Railroad of which we have 
spoken. 

The total distance by railway from New York, vii the Pacific 
Railway, to San Francisco on the Pacific will be, when completed, 
about 3100 miles. At the present rate of progress in its construction 
it is evident that the country will not have to wait longer than the 
year 1871 for the final completion of this connecting link between 
the two oceans. Taken in connection with the Pacific steamers 
already plying between China and San Francisco, it is very likely to 
become the great highway to Asia for the European nations as well 
as for the Americans. The time for travelling between Hong-Kong 
and New York will be reduced to within thirty days; or forty days 
between Liverpool and Hong-Kong. 


ROYAL INSTITUTION LECTURES, 

ProressoR TYNDALL gave the fourth of his course of Christmas 
lectures on Heat and d on Thursday week, when he explained 
and amply illustrated by experiment various terms used in relation 
to the phenomena of the science. The “ mechanica: equivalent of 
heat” was stated to be 772 foot-pounds—the amount of heat 
required to raise 1 lb, weight 772 ft. high, or 7721b. 1 ft. high, and 
equal to the amount of heat generated by a pound weight falling to 
the earth from a height of 772ft. The “capacity for heat” was 
next considered, and the different degrees possessed by various 
metals exhibited by placing metallic balls of equal heat on a cake 
of wax. Copper, iron, and zinc passed through rapidly, while lead, 
tin, and bismuth were retained. The production of cold by lique- 
faction and of heat by solidification (sulphate of soda being em- 
ployed as an example) was proved by means of the thermo-electric 
pile, the magnetic needle of that apparatus disclosing very 
slight variations in temperature. The professor also showed what 
intense cold is produced by vaporisation by various experiments, 
and exhibited Dr. Wollaston’s “cryophorus,” or ice-carrier, an in- 
strument by which water is frozen through the simple abstraction 
of its heat by its own vapour. The “ convection’’ of heat was next 
exhibited, in the case of water, by means of the electric light on a 
screen. When the vessel containing it was heated from the bottom, 
the water there ex ed and rose, giving place to the heavier cold 
above it, and thus was distributed through the mass, “Con- 
duction ” was next illustrated, and shown to be in dif- 
ferent degrees by various bodies ; metals being better conductors than 
wood, stone, glass, &c.; and among metals, iron better than copper. 
The value of wool as a material of dress was stated to be due to ita 
bad conduction, whereby the heat of the body is retained. The 
principle of Sir my Davy’s safety-lamp—viz., the property 
by the cylinder of wire gauze of cooling the heat of the 
ame within it, and thus preventing the ignition of the gases out- 
side—was illustrated. Among other remarkable experiments, 
Professor Tyndall exhibited some water in a spheroidal condition, 
rolling about on a cushion of ita own vapour, in a red-hot crucible, 
When the source of heat was removed, and the crucible a little 
cooled, the water came into contact with it, and immediately passed 
off as steam. The professor, by a model, showed how this might 

occur in a steam-boiler, and be the cause of a disastrous explosion, 

Professor Tyndall his fifth lecture, on Saturday last, with 
additional illustrations of the intense cold produced by evaporation, 
by freezing successively water and me in a red-hot crucible by 
means of carbonic acid snow, on which ether was poured. He then 
proceeded to consider the phenomena of the radiation of heat, 
described as the communication of motion from the particles of a 
heated body to the ether of the atmosphere in which the particles 
are immersed, while absorption is the acceptance of motion by the 
body's particles from the agitated ether. After showing that a gas 
flame was visibly affected by the chirruping of a boy among the 
audience, due to the vibrations of the air, he stated that the vibra- 
tions of the ether by heat were roe! analogous. By means of 
the index of the thermo-electric pile, the professor then exhibited 
the effects produced by the radiation of heat from a yak ~% 
and, further, proved that some bodies (such as velvet, pblack, 
and other organic substances) are radiators of heat, while 
polished metals are bad radiators ; and he also demonstrated that good 
radiators are good absorbers. In regard to reflection of heat, after 
proving (by a ray of the electric light) the optical law, that “the angle 
of incidence is equal to the angle of reflection,” the professor showed, 
experimentally, that radiant heat obeys the same law as light. 
The age of heat through a body (“diathermancy”’) was next 
considered ; and it was shown that through rock salt (the most 
transparent solid substance known) very little heat passes, being 
absor while water and glass, transparent to light, are opaque to 
heat, absorbing it during its passage ; and, referring to the windows 
broken in the houses near the O House during the recent fire, 
Professor Tyndall stated that if they had been glazed with rock 
salt the heat would have passed through without heating or break- 
ing them, The lecture concluded with a beautiful illustration of 
the retention of heat during its transmission. When the beam of 
the electric light was sent through a slab of ice a portion ef the 
beam was intercepted, whereby liquefaction was produced, and, by 
the aid of a microscope,a number of stars, resembling beautiful 
flowers of six petals, appeared, which became serrated and spread 
themselves over the screen. The ice, in melting, contracted, and the 
stara were the results of the vacua formed. 

Professor Tyndall commenced his concluding lecture, on Tuesday 
last, with further experimental illustrations of radiant heat. 
Having exhibited the reflection of light by curved surfaces, a 
beautiful cone being produced by means of a light placed between 
two concave mirrors, he proved, by means of the thermo-electric 
pile, that radiant heat is reflected in precisely the same manner by 

lacing successively a heated ball and a flask of boiling water in the 
focus of one of the mirrors. Having shown the effect produced by a 
freezing mixture put in a similar position, he said that the result was 
not due to rays of cold from the mixture, but to the radiation from 
the hotter body, the pile iteelf, upon the mixture, There are no 
rays of cold, and all bodies radiate heat in different degrees. The 
profesaor, after producing a beautiful spectrum of the light of the 
electric lamp on a screen, stated that beyond the interval in both 
directions radiant power is exerted; the invisible rays beyond the 
red end producing eight times as much heat as the whole of the 
spectrum ; while those falling beyond the violet end are powerful 
for chemical action. In the first place, by means of J vl saturated 
with a solution of sulphate of quinine, he made the ultra-violet rays 
visible, the phenomenon termed “ fluorescence,” the discovery of Pro- 
fessor Stokes; and he = pny C some of be ny we 
ders of Becquerel, which possess the property o ight 
to exposed to very strong light, and of giving it up dewly when 
the source is withdrawn. The latter of lecture was devoted to 
illustrations of the heat of the invisible ultra-red rays of the 
spectrum, discovered by Sir William Herschel; these rays, by an 
ingenious arrangement, being isolated from the brilliant visible 
ones, Ini in the path ofa concentrated beam of the electric 
light, a cell containing an opaque solution of iodine in bisulphide of 
carbon, the light of the cone was utterly destroyed, while its in- 
visible heat awe were scarcely at all meddled with ; and by means 
of these invisible rays, in a dark chamber, platinum wire was made 
red hot, a cigar lit, zinc and magnesium burnt, and charcoal in 
oxygen gas ignited. To the action of these invisible rays the name 
of “ calorescence” has been given, and to them are to be ascribed 
the heat of the tropics, rain, snow, and glaciers; and, in fact, all 
the varied phenomena of meteorology.

We read that the Honourable Elijah 
Hise, of Kentucky, has destroyed himself because he would not 
behold the ruin of the American Republic. Having never before 
heard the name of Mr, Hise, one may or may not be doing him an 
injustice in being reminded of what occurred in Rome at the time 
of the first-mentioned suicide, In imitation of the man of Utica, a 
Roman of no icular note slew himself, upon which a very stern 
Republican said, with a grim smile, “He might have lived even 
though Cesar was a tyrant.” At all events, I think that the patriot 
might have set a better example than by despairing of the Republic, 
But no doubt the story will a little clearer after a mail! or two. 
Patriotic suicide is possible, but one would like the particulars, 
Meantime, Mr. Hise seems to have been over prompt, 1 do not see 
that the American Republic is being ruined, or likely to be ; rather, 
as Wordsworth says 

‘The’ State is as far as the farthest from ruin. 

Of course, we can imitate the Irish Americans who write against 
us, and can point to a dozen proofs that the States are or ought to 
be in despair; but, in spite of a Government in opposition to a 
Legislature, tangled finances, distress in the south, and the ram- 
paging negro, I believe that Mr, Hise was entirely mistaken in his 
apprehensions of ruin, and that the Republic is no more in danger 
than the United Kingdom, We have a Government which is not in 
accordance with the majority of the Legislature, we are heavily 
taxed, we have distress in the east (though not like the horrors 
which France cannot check in Algiers), and we have the rampaging 
Fenian. But I hope that no ~ —-% will shoot himself on these 
accounts ; but, rather ey is vote, pay his taxes, send mone 
to the distress fund, and be sworn a special, Both nations will 
adjust their Governments, balance their accounts, save their poor, 
and suppress their nuisances, and, I hope, be all the better friends 
that they have had troubles in common, 








Mr. James Greenwood, who did such good service to the poor by 
enduring a night in a workhouse, has since that time rendered other 
good service of a kindred sort. But he has just called attention, in 
the Star, to a subject which immediately concerns other classes 
than the very humble, He remarks upon the conduct of railway 
authorities in reference to persons who are injured by leaving the 
carriages while they are in motion. Last week a lady, still weak 
and bandaged, was brought before a magistrate and charged with 
the above offence, She was fined half a crown and coste, her own 
defence being that the porter had called out the name of the station, 
that two gentlemen got out leisurely, and that when she tried to 
follow the train rebounded, and she was thrown out, Mr. Greenwood 
adverts to three other cases in which wounded passengers have 
lately been summoned and fined. The Lord Mayor, inflicting a 
slight penalty on one of these, said that he had himself several 
times om nearly jerked off railway steps in consequence of 
the train rebounding. Mr, Benson remarked, in another case, 
that fifty people might get out while the train was moving, but 
that it was only the injured person who was summoned, This is, as 
Mr. Greenw says, “close shaving.’ The object of the summons 
ie, of course, to prevent an action, for apol for the offence is de- 
manded, and, if made, there is no proceeding—an arrangement in 
no way conducive to public interest, Doubtless the railway folk 
“are not loved,” as Mr, Greenwood says, and, as usual in such cases 
of non-attachment, the sentiment is reciprocal, The railways hate 
and fear the jurors, who sometimes avenge an injured — with 
more vigour than is strictly just; and perhaps the authorities are 
wise in their dy: to prevent as far as possible appeals to a 
legal tribunal. But the spiritin which a great system should be 
worked should not be one of an mism, I am obliged to record 
the milk-and-water conviction that there are faults on both 
sides. It would be pleasanter to take one side, and fight—to 
denounce the iron tyrants, or to sneer at the vulgarians who 
are in a hurry. But neither course would be exactly just og at all 
practical, The stoppage of the trains on the metropolitan lines is 
very often badly managed, and, on the other hand, it is irritating to 
see the needless bustle with which five people out of ten struggle to 
be out of the vehicle half a minute sooner than the other five, Let 
the authorities look to the engineers who permit rebounds, Let the 
travellers recollect something which a kindly and wise old Jew, a 
total stranger to me, said to mein the Strand, as he held me back 
(it was many years ago; now I act Rustieus expectans) from rushing 
across between the vehicles that delayed me—“ You might save a 
minute, and you might be laid up for three months. I have 
thought that as an inscription, st up in railway carriages, these 
words would save damages to limb and damages by verdict, 





Instantly we ought to beinformed whether Mdille, Patti's marriage 
means only marriage, or whether it involves her retirement from the 
stage.

FINE ARTS, 


WE are informed that M. Adam Salomon, of Paris, who it is 
generally conceded is the best portrait stones in Europe, 
intends shortly to visit this country, bringing with him examples of 
his art. Apropos of this announcement, we remark that a con- 
troversy as to whether the portraits by M. Salomon in the last 
exhibition of the Pho phic Society were or were not “ touched’’ 
has been maictained with some animation. It may be remembered 
that, in reviewing these marvellously beautiful works, we expressed 
ourselves morally certain that several of them had been touched, 
some of them extensively ; and we did so notwithstanding that the 
Photographic News had expressed itself convinced, after minute 
scrutiny of n ives and prints in Paris, that both “ were 
alike guiltless of any touch whatever from the pencil of the artist.” 
At the same time, we were careful to insist, lest British photo- 
phers should delude themselves A tee to extenuate their 
efeat, that the essential merits of M. Salomon’s productions were 
independent of adventitious aid from the pencil. Our opinion on 
the question of after-touching has been confirmed in many quarters ; 
and even the Photographic News says, in a subsequent number, 
“there is in many prints the retouching common amongst all photo- 
graphers, such as the strengthening of the iris or pupil of an eye, 
&c.; on some there is here and there a boldly-hatched line, 
to give force or form to some portion. . . Individual 
uch as an eye, a hand, or a lock of hair—have been often 
mproved by clever touches.” Now, we had always understood that 
the only admittedly legitimate “retouching common amongst all 
ees phers” was merely stippling out accidental spots or 
lemishes ; but that any tampering with “individual parts” to give 
“ force or form” was deemed highly objectionable as diminishing the 
accuracy, and therefore the, so to speak, documentary value of the 
ure photograph, Moreover, as the Photographic News now acknow- 
edges that many parts have been “improved” (?), may not an eye 
familiar with every recourse of water-colour painting detect that 
more extensive blending of the gradations in the flesh which we believe 
to exist in several of the exhibited specimens? After all, however, 
where the retouching is so —— artistic it might almost appear 
as justifiable, regarded solely from the artistic point of view; and in 
any case we are quite prepared to believe that some of M. Salomon’s 
finest works are virtually untouched. Before concluding, we would 
call attention, if only for the sake of literary fairness, to certain 
garbled quotations from our former remarks on this subject in an 
article by a writer who signs himself “A London Photographer” in 
the Photographie News for Dec. 6 last. For example, we spoke of 
spotty lights, not “frothy lights;” we spoke of the light an artist 
chooses for his studio, not “for his shades” (!) The writer in ques- 
tion eays that, contrary to our opinion, M. Salomon does not employ 
aconfined area of light; and yet forthwith the writer proceeds 
to prove that we were perfectly right in our conjecture, e says 
that M, Salomon “carefully kept all the light in one direction (for 
he has carefully excluded it on one side, up to the ridge of his roof), 
- » « He has stippled down completely the violence of the top 
light.” Further on, the superior results of the foreign portraits are 
attributed to the Continental photographer’s superiority in the 
management of lighting. And, again, the writer adds, “ the superior 
rendering of light textures is due, I feel assured, to their superior 
light, which enables them completely to moderate the intensity of 
the top light, and to employ the pure light from the side, and only 
sufficient of % to produce those masterly touches of brightness we 
all so much admire.” Itisevident from this that M. Salomon resorts 
to various expedients to subdue all light relatively to the ray he 
wishes to be paramount; ergo, may it not be said, without fear of 
misconstruction, he works with a confined light? Otherwise he 
could never secure the effects we all admire. So much, as an artist, 
M. Salomon well knows—so much is absolutely certain from, as we 
before remarked, the definition of the cast shadows in his portraits, 
Once having secured a principal and comparatively confined light, 
it is of course for rem to decide what further area of light, 
provided always it be of secondary intensity, may be necessary for 
their operations, 

Under the significant heading “ Who Spoilt the Parliament Houses?” 
that distinguished authority, Professor Fergusson delivers in last 
week's Builder a judgment (almost identical with our own expressed 
opinion) on the recent Barry-Pugin controversy. Mr. Fergusson’s 
verdict is that “Sir Charles Barry was the real and responsible 
architect of the building in every usual and proper acceptation of 
the term.” But with this finding he would like to hand in the fol- 
lowing rider :—“ That what is good and appropriate in the design of 
the Parliament Houses we owe to Sir Charles Barry ; and that almost 
all that is either bad or crotchety is due to the influence of Augustus 
Welby Pugin.” The influence of Pugin, which now appears to have 
been considerable, was, Mr. Fergusson thinks, baneful. Barry suf- 
fered himself to be seduced by ‘one whose facile pencil and mar- 
vellous memory for Gothic details dazzled him as they have done 
others.” What Mr. Fergusson further adds is so interesting and 
important that we warmly commend it to the reader's perusal, 

A story is told by the French Chronique des Arts which, as at 
once exemplifying the fallibility of “‘experts,” and the perfection to 
which the art of fabricating antiquities has attained in Italy, is too 
good not to repeat. In 1864 M. de Nolivos, a French collector, 
bought at Florence a bust, pretended to represent Girolamo 
Benivieni, the friend of Pico della Mirandola and Savonarola, It 
was exhibited the following year in Paris, where it was pronounced 
by connoisseurs to be the work of either Mino da Fiesole or Benedetto 
da Majano (1490—1510), M. de Nolivo’s collection was sold by 
auction last year, when the bust excited a lively competition, and 
was finally secured by the Government at a large price for the 
Louvre. It now appears that the bust was the work of a living 
artist, Giovanni Freppa, residing at Florence, Certificates in sup- 
port of this statement are given by Freppa himself, by another 
sculptor of Florence who saw him execute the bust, and from a 
workman in a tobacco manufactory, who declares the bust to be an 
excellent likeness of a shopmate who sat to the sculptor as his model, 
But the most amusing part of the story is that the Gazette des Beaux 
Arts, to which the Chronique is only a supplementary sheet, iteelf 

ublished an article on this bust in 1865, which enthusiastically lauds 
ts merits, and indulges in much fanciful speculation as to its author. 
M, Paul Mantz, the writer of the article, sees in the likeness of the 
cigarmaker that of “a person who has grown old through much 
study and sweet intimacy with the Muses,” and adds that, although 
he could never have known Benivieni, he is ready to “swear that 
the bust is like him.” After this, is it not fair to speculate whether 
some of the medizval Italian sculptures of the South Kensington 
Museum, which Mr. J.C, Robinson affiliates so exactly and describes 
so minutely, may not have had a similar origin ? 

The loans and purchases from the Paris Universal Exhibition are 
now visible at the South Kensington Museum. The loans, the pro- 

y of foreign Governments, from the gallery of the “ Histoire du 
ravail,” although not numerous, are extremely curious and rare, 
Among them are the magnificent crystals lent by the Austrian 
Government. Of these there are five pieces; the largest, standing 
about three feet high is exquisitely cut and surmounted by delicately- 
wrought gold enamel work. Near these are specimens of ancient 
ldsmith’s work discovered at Petrossa in 1837, and lent by the 
umanian Government. The date assigned to these specimens is 
about 4.p, 450, and the designs seem to partake of Byzantine cha- 
racter, though probably the work of Gothic tribes. Among the 
purchases are the famous sculptured wood cabinet by Fo ois, 
the gem of the furniture of the Exhibition ; a spinette, exquisitely 
carved and inlaid with precious stones, by Anniballi de Roxis, Milan 
1577 ; the pr ee a Italian | pa gold ornaments an 
jewellery colleeted gnor Castellani; a small selection of 
musical instruments of various foreign countries, those of Japan and 
China being very curious; Turkish popular jewellery; a marriage 
crown, the female heirloom of a Norwegian — $a Danieh silver 
parcel-gilt drinking-vessel i fans, exhibited by M. Alexandre ; 
a fine French vase and modern enamelled earthenware of Persian 
design, by M. Collinet, together with a collection of modern French 
porcelain and bronzes, German glass, and Austrian ormoulu,

ELEMENTARY EDUCATION IN FRANCE, 


Mr, SAMUELSON states in his letter on the educatien of the 
industrial classes that in 1866 there were 4,515,917 children receiving 
instruction in primary schools in France, of whom 1,917,074, bein 
the children of poor persons, paid na school fees, The communes onl 
£874,000 towards the cost of public primary schools, and the school fees 
amounted to about £800,000, both sums being a direct charge upon 
the inhabitants of the communes, In a population estimated at 
38,000,000 the number of children between seven and thirteen was 
computed at nearly 600,000 fewer than the 4,515,917 children at 
school, showing that a large number must have been sent to school 
before seven or kept there after thirteen years of age. Unfortunately, 
the year's return show also that of the children between these ages 
663,360 attended no primary school, and that 393,173 of these were 
not and had not at avy previous period been receiving instruction 
elsewhere. Further, that of the 594,770 who left school in 1866, 
80,995 could neither read nor write, and 114,071 were either unable 
to read or unable to write. Of the 4,500,000 children (in round 
numbers) who attended school in 1866, three tenths remained lees 
than six months, and other two tenths only from six to nine months, 

In the winter of 1866-7 there were 32,883 elementary adult classes, 
one third of them including also superior instruction ; the number of 
adult scholars was 429,555, of whom 357,406 were absolutely or 
nearly illiterate on eutering. By far the greater number of the 
adult classes are held on Sundays, at such times as not to interfere 
with public worship, 

The efforts made by the State, by the communes, and by in- 
dividuals to extend elementary instruction, though still leaving room 
for great improvement, have, at any rate, attained this measure of 
success that, whereas in 1833 nearly one half (48°83 per cent) of the 
conscripts could neither read nor write, the proportion was reduced 
in 1862 to 29 per cent, and in 1867 to 23 per cent. The law of 1#41 
provides that no chila under eight may work in a factory, and that 
all between eight and twelve so enpleyed must attend school, and 
all under sixteen, unless they have a certificate of having received 
sufficient primary instruction ; but these provisions have hitherto 
been imperfectly observed. 


BIRTHS AND DEATHS, 


In the week that ended on Saturday, Jan. 4, 4722 births and 5468 
deaths were — in London and in thirteen other large towns 
of the United Kingdom, The annual rate of mortality was 28 per 
1000 persons living. 

The annual rate of mortality last week was 27 per 1000 in London, 
23 in Edinburgh, and 32 in Dublin; 23in Bristol, 30 in Birmingham, 
32 in Liverpool, 40 in Manchester, 33 in Salford, 22 in Sheffield, 32 in 
Bradford, 27 in Leeds, 27 in Hull, 29 in Newcastle-on-Tyne, and 27 
in Glasgow. 

In London the births of 1190 and 1128 girls, in all 2318 
children, were registered in the In the corresponding weeks 
of ten years, 1458-67, the average number, corrected for increase of 


— is 2187, 

e deaths registered in London during the week were 1624, It 
was the first week of the year; and the average number of deaths 
for that week is, with a correction for increase of population, 1648. 


The deaths in the present return are less by 24 than the estimated 
amount, but exceed the number recorded in the preceding week 
by 191. 

"The deaths from zymotic diseases were 300, the corrected average 
number being 354. Twenty-two deaths occurred from smailpox, 
55 from measles, 43 from scarlatina, 52 from whooping-cough, and 
10 from typhus, Measles was most fatal in the north, east, and 


south districte; 5 children died of the disease in Marylebone Work- 
house, Thirteen fatal cases of scarlatina were registered in the 
north districts, 4 being in the sub-district of Kentish Town; 20 
deaths occurred in the south districts from scarlatina; 4 were in the 


sub-district of Plumstead. 

One hundred and fifty-seven deaths from phthisis, 252 from bron- 
chitis, 104 from pneumonia, and 84 from diseases of the heart, were 
recorded last week. 

The deaths of 3 persons who were killed by horses or vehicles in 
the streets, of 6 children and 2 adults who were burnt, and of 12 
children and 2 adults who were suffocated, were registered. 


The Board of Trade have ordered a gold watch to be prepared for 
presentation to Captain Hering, master of the Vanish brig Flink, as 
a reward for his humane services in rescuing, on Nov. 30 last, 
fourteen of the crew of the steam-ship Bristol, and the master’s wife 
and child, The Bristol foundered before the boat of the Flink could 
return to rescue the master, and the carpenter and a seaman, who 
unfortunately went down with the ship. The Fiink was bound for 
Hull; but, notwithstanding the violent storm that was blowing, 
Captain Hering changed the course of his vessel, and, after en- 
countering heavy gales for four days, landed the crew of the Bristol 
at Cherbourg on Dec. 4 last. 


In Tuesday’s Gazette appeared the following notice respecting 
the slow-paced extinction of the National Debt :—‘‘The Lords 
Commissioners of her Majesty’s Treasury having certified to the 
Commissioners for the Reduction of the National Debt, in pur- 
suance of the Act 2%th and 30th of Victoria, cap. 39, sec, 16, that 
the actual surplus revenue of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, beyond the actual expenditure thereof, for the year 
ended the 30th day of September, 1867, amounted to the sum of 
£915,827 8s, 1d., the Commissioners for the Reduction of the 
National Debt hereby give notice that the sum of £228,956 17s., 
being one fourth part of the said surplus, will be applied under the 

rovisions of the said Act, in the quarter ending the 31st day of 

arch, 1868, towards the reduction of the National Debt,” 


The Rev. Edward Forbes, the English Chaplain in Paris, repeats 
the warning he gave some time since to English girls “going a 
tener in the French capital, Mr. Forbes says :—‘ The 
system of French education being conducted chirfly by ‘cours’ or 
lectures, the demand for English teachers is not sufficient to realise 
the hopes ef one tenth of those looking out for engagements, For 
the ss one of three courses is open—first, either to accept the 
situation of gouvernante, or nursery governess, or to give English 
lessons in a school in exchange for French, or to take a room with 
the hope of finding daily lessons, The latter being difficult to 
obtain, a large proportion of the 300 English governesses in and 
around Paris are without employment. Were this more generally 
known it would save much disappointment.” Mr. Forbes goes on to 
mention the provisions which have been made by an English lady 
to afford temporary assistance to governesses out of employment, 
but the obvious moral of his letter is that no young woman should 
go to Paris without an engagement beforehand. 


The French sloop Edna, which was moored at Bristol Quay yester- 
day week, brought into port a boatman named Charles Reed, who 
had been picked up in the Channel alone in a boat, in a state of the 
greatest exhaustion, Thestory the poor fellow tells of his sufferings, 
and those of a companion who was drowned, is exceedingly painful, 
Reed is a boatman belonging to Ilfracombe, Devon, and on the 26th 
ult, he started, with another boatman named Dunscomb, to carry a 
letter across the water to the Government fortifications on the 
Holmes, an island in the Bristol Channel. After they had put off, a 
fog came on, and in a short time became so thick that they lost 
their course, and were completely at the mercy of the waves. Having 
drifted about for some time, they found themselves in a boiling sea,

Reed heard his cries for help, but was unable to render him any aid 
and he perished, Reed was now left alone in the boat with only a 
single oar, and in utter ignorance as to where he was. Things went

SHIPPING ELEPHANTS 
AT BOMBAY. 

Tue African elephant is ofter. met 
with in the countries adjacent to 
Abyssinia, but only in a wild 
state. The art of taming and 
training elephants for the servic: 
of man is practised nowhere but 
in Asia, A number of Indian ele- 
phants, with their keepers and 
drivers, have therefore been sent 
from Bombay to be employed in 
the Abyssinian expedition. They 
were embarked, on Dec. 8, on board 
the Compta, transport No. 83; and 
the operation of shipping these 
huge creatures was a task of som: 
difficulty. One of them weighed 
4tons 6cwt., measuring 11 ft. in 
height, 12 ft, 5in. in length, and 
6ft. breadth. The scene afforded 
great amusement to a very nu- 
merous company of spectators, 
We have to thank Mr. Frank J. 
Capp, Bombay Staff Corps, for the 
sketch we have engraved, The 
operation is thus described by the 
Bombay Gazette of Dec. 9:—* It 
may have puzzled more than 
youngsters to make out how the 
menageries which go about from 
fair to fair at home, with 
their elephants, and _ giraffes, 
and other monsters, were eve 
brought over the seas at all, 
But the modus operandi of 
putting an elephant on board ship 
was witnessed in perfection at the 
dockyard on Saturday, and at 
times it was carried out under 
peculiarly difficult circumstances, 
When we entered the dockyard 
one of the elephants was turning 
away with dignified disgust from 
the ship, resenting all the wheed- 
ling and coaxing and other 
less gentle attentions which had 


been paid “to it;and the first words we heard were a caution to 
look out, for we were told, ‘This one’s going to give us some fun; 


The word ‘musty’ was in great circulation all the 





| day, and meant simply that the animal had come to a determina- 
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tion ‘not to submit toit.’ But, big as the elephants were, and 
powerful as they were—i; norant. however, of their strength—they 
were all obliged to succumb to the means which mind had devised, the 
only exception being one which possessed such an amount of ‘ mus- 
tiness’ that it was considered prudent te leave it behind. One by one 
the animals were led from the reclaimed ground between Apollo Bunder 
and the dockyard (where they had been taken on arriving from Coorla 
the same morning) and brought alongside the ship, which was lying in 
dock. Ordinarily the first attempt to ‘sling’ the animal gave it the 
alarm and excited its resistance ; but there was a puny human bein 
sitting on the neck of the monster,with an unpleasant-looking hook 
instrument in his hand, which was calculated to make a sufficient 
impression on the elephant to bring it to reason, if it had any spark 
of reason at all. Another of the native keepers of the animals usually 
stood at its head, and, with some mysterious words and a gentle tap 
from a long stick, was generally able to prevent the trunk from 
making any unnecessary demonstrations of dissatisfaction. Once 
slung, the animal was helpless; but picture its rage when it felt 
itself rising slowly from terra-firma, which it had never left before ! 
Its roars, its kicks, the furious twistings of its trunk, its whole body 
writhing under a violent effort to shake iteelf free, were quite inde- 
ecribable. Its melancholy eyes seemed even to shed tears in its 
nervous agitation ; and it must be said that the elephants did not 
usually conduct themselves with a perfect été at this exciting 
stage. But, notwithstanding all the animal could do, the power of 
machinery continued to hoist it up; and perhaps it would have been 
sufficiently comfortable, even when suspended in mid-air, if it could 
only have understood that the designs against it were of a harmless 
kind. Having been raised to a certain height, it wes brought over 
the hold of the ship and gradually lowered, and while descending 
into that dismal abode it showed its fury afresh, and vainly endes - 
voured by holding on—as well as elephant’s hoofs can hold on—to 
any of the beams which it could possibly touch on the way down, to 
remain still in the light of day. But, once down, and finding again 
a resting-place for its foot, the docile disposition of the brute seemed 
to return to it, and no difficulty was found in unslinging and un- 
shackling it and leading it off to its stall, where, possibly, it was 
allowed to drown its cares in a drop of arrak, to which, we believe, 
the more civilised elephants are found to be rather i The 
interest with which the embarkation of the elephants was watched, 
from between ten and eleven in the morning till after five at night, 
was intense and unceasing. Nineteen animals altogether were put 
on board the Compta, a twentieth, as we have said, being left 

on account of its‘ mustiness.’ Each of them, we believe, is to be 
provided with 1701b. of hay and about 20 1b. of grain daily. The 
transport arrangements as to baggage only admit, we understand, 
of each of the elephants having onetrunk! It is most gratifying to 
be able to say that all the difficult and dangerous work we have 
attempted to describe passed off without an accident.”

Since he 
gave up riding he had trained in a quiet way for Mr, Padwick. He

With such a p as a literary institute he is 
scarcely in keeping; but in a recent address of his at Willen- 
hall he made very fair running, ‘and if he was not particularly 
suggestive—his subject being education, and _ technical 
education in particular—he emitted some hard, prac- 
tical remarks which were useful enough from a work- 
o’-day point of view.

which every one thought he was glad to give up, because he was a 
failure, rot from want of either ability or labour, but mainly, as 
every one believes, from a deficiency of social cohesion between him 
and the Irish members, Any way, that was the conjectural reason 
of his being succeeded by Sir Robert Peel, who, it was supposed, 
Lord Palmerston thought would be jolly with the gentlemen in the 
House with whom he had to do business, Of course, Mr. Neate was 
a guest of the Druids; and, certainly, he was received with the 
greatest favour. It maybe that his hosts, being on the face 
of them, and by the nature of their constitution as a body, 
eccentric, car sympathise with all the fantastic tricks played 
by Mr. Neate during the Session proper of last year. 
It was obeerved with emphasis by Mr. Neate that the University 
of Oxford was notorious for the liberality of its views, and 
that it was his cue to further them to the utmost of his power. 
Well, possibly Mr. Neate is a type of the liberality of his University ; 
and, if so, everyone can understand exactly its character and 
measure. 

For, one thinks, the second time one has observed a tendency on 
the part of the Speaker to lend his presence to occasions of extra- 
Parliamentary utterances. This time, at Newark, the right hon. 
gentleman performed the, to him, familiar duty of | over 
a meeting, which was quasi-educational in ite design; and, 
no doubt, he pat the question that “the meeting was in favour of a 
well-considered conscience clause,’’ and declared that the “ ayes "’ had 
it, with as much force and aplomb (though that is not much) as he 
does in the House. 

When, last Session, during the debates on the Reform Bill, Mr.

| two or even three Parliaments, knew nothing of Mr, Poulett Scrope. 


They did not remember that in the days when the poor law was a 
Parliamentary theme Mr. Poulett Scrope was a peraonage, so far 
as speaking as often on the subject as, say, Mr. Darby Griffith on 
things in general, conld make him one. But when the Poor-Law 
Board was so reconstituted that the hand of Parliament was directly 
upon it, Mr. Poulett Scrope’s vocation was gone, and he eank into a 
torpid silence, which he only broke last Session, when he tried to 
introduce an amendment in the Reform Bill, seemingly of detail, 
but really of principle, which was, one had almost said, igno- 
miniously pooh-poohed away; for, so far as one remembers, it 
was not even honoured with a division. The obvious thing 
for Mr. Poulett Scrope to do, under the circumstances, he 
did; he resigned the seat for Stroud which he had held 
uninterruptedly since 1833, and Mr, Winterbotham was elected 
in his stead. Of course, nothing is known yet in the House 
of Mr, Winterbotham, what manner of member he is likely to 
make, or whether—as we should say supposing that we were 
speaking of a horse—he has any bottom or no, But the Liberals of 
Stroud, who are in an uneasy frame of mind about their representa- 
tion, have thought good to give the world assurance of their 
Liberalism by giving their new member a feast, at which Mr. 
Horsman—was not, Gloucestershire members—as Colonel Kingscote, 
Mr. W. Price, Mr. Holland, and even Sir William Russell, who,

He was born in 1792, and was educated 
at Winchester, He early in life entered 
the British Army, and served in the 
Peninsula with the 6lst Regiment. He 
was present at the great affairs of 
Talavera, Albuera, Fuentes d’Onore, 
Ciudad Rodrigo, Badajos, and Salax 
in three of which he was wounded. He 
was an esteemed and excellent officer. 
He was sent home with despatches in 
1809, wherein he was honourably men- 
tioned. He received the war medal with 
three clasps, and became Lieutenant- 
Colonel in 1851. He succeeded his 
brother, Sir Charles Leslie Falkiner, the fourth Baronet, Feb. 7, 
1858. Sir Samuel married, in 1834, Mary, daughter of J. Bowens, Esq., 
of Connaught-place, by whom he had issue one son, Samuel Edmund, 
and three daughters—viz., Edith Mary, who was married, April 29, 
1856, to Joseph Wood, Esq.; Rose Frances, who was married, 
April 16, 1859, to Charles William Moore, Esq., Bengal Civil Service, 
and died on the Peninsular and Oriental steamer N 
May 22, 1860; and Emily Eliza, who was married, Jan. 8, 1867, 
to William G, Herbert, Sir Samuel is succeeded by his 
only son, now Sir Samuel Edmund Falkiner, the sixth Baronet, 
who was born in 1841, and married, Nov, 21, 1865, Blanche, younger 
ae ae of Sir William Berkeley Call, third Baronet of Whiteford, 
in the county of Cornwall. This family of Falkiner sprung imme- 
diately from Michael Falkiner, of Yorkshire, a Cavalier who accom- 
de’s army to Ireland and settled in Dublin. His 
great- , Sir Riggs Falkiner, of Anne Mount, in the county 
of , was created a net Aug. 24,1777. He was grandfather 
of the Baronet just deceased. 


BARON MAROCHETTI. 

The death at Paris on the 28th ult. of Baron Marochetti, the well- 
known sculptor, in his 63rd year, was announced in our last number; 
but we should add some particulars of a career of extraordinary suc- 
cess, due to a rare combination of talent and fortunate circumstances. 
Born in Italy, of Italian pen educated and naturalised in France, 
and residing during the last twenty years in England, it is not easy 
to fix the Baron’s nationality. Politically, he was even by birth a 
French citizen, Turin, in 1805 (the place and date of his birth), then 
forming part of the French Empire. Furthermore, on the separation 
of the Piedmontese territory from the French dominions, in 1814, hia 
father, who resided near Paris as an advocate, took out patents of 
French naturalisation for himself and family. The young sculptor 
received his education at the Paris Lycée Napoléon, and then entered 
the atelier of Bosio, who, though of Italian origin, was regarded 
as a French sculptor. From the Paris school of Fine Arta 
Marochetti obtained honourable mention, but no prize was 
awarded him. He then, from his seventeenth to his twenty- 
fifth year, pursued his studies at his own expense in the French 
Art-establishment of the Villa Medici at Rome, So much, 
however, did Marochetti remain a stranger to the land of his fore- 
fathers, that it is said he always spoke Italian with difficult 
and apparent reluctance. His attachment to the country of his 
birth was, notwithstanding, subsequently evinced when he presented 
to his native city the equestrian bronze statue of King Emmanuel 
Philibert, which stands in the Piazza San Carlo, and is generally 
considered the finest of the artist’s works. To Charles Albert healso 
_ the group of “A Girl Playing with a Dog,” which had 

rst brought him into notice on his return to the French capital, and 
for which he received a medal, This liberality won for him from the 
King of Sardinia a patent of nobility, together with the King’s per- 
sonal friendship, and thus also was laid the foundation of that 
courtly favour, both in France and England, to which the artist 
owed so much of his splendid fortunes, and which a handsome pre- 
sence, conjoined with perfectly gentlemanly manners, well fitted him 
to secure, At the Court of the Tuileries the sculptor was frequently 
an honoured guest throughout the Orleans dynasty. In 1839 he was 
made a Chevalier of the Legion of Honour, and in 1861 Grand Officer 
of St. Maurice and Lazarus. Among his principal works executed 
for France have been two equestrian statues of the Duke of 
Orleans, one of which stood in the court of the Louvre; the great 
bas-relief, looking south, of the Arc de Triomphe de 1’Etoile, 
the Assumption on the principal altar of the Madeleine, the 
monument to Bellini in Pére la Chaise, a statue of the 
Emperor, and a monument to La Tour d'Auvergne at 
Carhaix, On the downfall of Louis Philippe, Marochetti followed 
his Royal exiled friends to this country, where, ever since, the 
Court and aristoc have vied in pouring on him lucrative com- 
missions. Previously, however, he had been selected to execute 
the equestrian statue of the late Duke of Wellington for Glasgow. 
But the first work which obtained for him wide repute in England 
was the equestrian statue ef Richard Coeur de Lion, the model of 
which was advantageously exhibited outside the ‘51 Exhibition 
ae and some years later was executed in bronze and erected, 
by public subscription, near the ) wen entrance of the Westminster 
Palace. The novel and bold ign of this statue, the spirited, 
romantically picturesque attitude of the lion-hearted crusade-leader 
gained much popular applause, though grave faults in the modelling 
of both man pm § horse were pointed out. One of the best of the 
Baron’s more recent bronzes is the colossal statue of the late Duke 
of Wellington at the principal entrance to the park of Strath- 
fieldsaye. Sooth to say, the great majority of sculptors and com- 
petent critics at home and abroad have failed to find in Marochetti’s 
works, especially the later ones in marble, merit sufficient to warrant 
the unparalleled favour shown him by courtly, aristocratic, and 
wealthy patrons and friends. It was only in 1866 that the 
Baron was voted the diploma of a full member of the 

al Academy. Many and severe have been the adverse 
strictures aimed at the incongruous and confused grouping 
of the monument to Carlo Alberto, which was in our ‘62 Inter- 
national Exhibition, and now stands in the cortile of the Palazzo 
Carignano, Tarin; at the claptrap of the Melbourne monument, in 
St. Paul's; at the equestrian statue of the Queen, at Glasgow; the 
Cawnpore monument ; the Orimean obelisk ; and monument to 
Lord Clyde, in Waterloo-place, which we reviewed a short time back, 
In bust-portraite Marochetti'’s treatment was simple, broad, and dig- 
nified; and he generally secured a good likeness, though those of 
Cobden and Sir Edwin Landseer are comparative failures. Among 
the best of his male portraits was the bust of Thackeray, in West- 
minster Abbey. Commonly, however, he was more happy in female 
portraiture. the artist’s very extensive studios at Brompton, 
where, it will be remembered, Sir Edwin Landseer modelled the lions 
for Trafalgar-square, there remain several unfinished works—one of 
the principal being the colossal statue of the Prince Consort intended 
for the national monument to the Prince in Hyde Park.

THE REV. DR. HANNAH. 

The Rev. J. Hannah, D.D., a very eminent and much-respected 
Wesleyan clergyman, died on the 29th ult, He was born at Lincoln, 
Nov. 3, 1792, and became, in 1842, theological tutor in the college at 
Didsbury ; and in the same year was elected President of the London 
Conference, and was again President when the Conference met at 
Newcastle-on-Tyne in 1851. He was secretary of that assembly in 
1840, 1841, 1849, 1850, and from 1854 to 1858, On two occasions he 
represented the Wesleyan Conference—once with the Rev. R. Race 
and the second time with Dr. J. F. Jobson—before the American 
General Conference. At the time of his death he was the oldest 
member of the “ legal hundred.’””’ Though advanced in years, he 
preserved “pny and mental vigour to the lat: he preached even 
so recently as the end of last month. He leaves a widow, whom he 
married more than fifty years ago; and a son, the Rev. Dr. J. 
Hannah, Warden of Trinity College, Glenalmond, and a few years 
since Bampton Lecturer.

The Westland Observer has an account of a visit paid recently by 
the chief officers of the geological department to the great glacier 
on the west side of Mount Cook, New Zealand, The foot of the 
giacier, which is but thirteen miles from the sea, is 1900 ft, wide, 

either the glacier nor the immense field of snow which feeds it is 
visible from the ziver until within a quarter of a mile of it, when 
the stupendous mass of snow and ice at once breaks upon the view. 
The great peculiarity of this glacier is not only its immense size, 
but the consequent fact of its descending to so low a level—600 ft. 
above the sea level—instead of ending, as is usually the case, at an 
altitude of some 3000 ft. or 4000 ft., close to the limit of perpetual 
snow, among Alpine vegetation. Here the green bush extends some 
thousands of feet above the glacier on the steep side of the range, 
in which the glacier has cut the deep, narrow gorge. Not a single 
Alpine plant rewarded the research of the party, and the temperature 
on the glacier was scarcely below that on the flat below. With 
some ceremony, the party named it the Victoria Glacier, The height 
of the peak of Mount Cook was found to be 12,362 ft,

SCIENTIFIC RESULTS OF THE MONTH. 
Tae Institution of Civil ~ py has presented its Watt medal 
and Telford premium of books to Mr. Bourne for his paper upon 
“Ships of War,” and the views promulgated by the author of that 
paper are beginning to affect our national policy. Mr. Bourne 
maintains that all our iron-clad vessels heretofore constructed are a 
mistake, and would be found to be wholly useless if a naval war 
broke out, inasmuch as the armour, being spread over a high si 
is necessarily thin, and consequently penetrable by the shot and shells 
from powerful guns ; and armour, if penetrable, he maintains to be 
worse than no armcur at all, as the discs punched out would be 
broken up into cones of destructive splinters, which would add to 
the havoc that the missiles would themselves produce. These 
weighty objections are only superable by the adoption of the 
monitor system of construction, first introduced by the Americans 
in which the side, being very low, may be very thickly plated ; and 
the guns, instead of being carried in broadside, are carried in 
one or two towers, capable of being rotated on their axes, and these 
towers may be made of very thick iren without unduly sinking the 
ship. This system was contrived by the eminent Swedish engineer, 
Ericsson, now resident in the United States; and, having been 
tested at the beginning of the rebellion and found to be successful, 
almost the whole of the American iron-clad navy has been con- 
structed on this plan, and monitors so built have now been sent 
to nearly every part of the world. Mr, Bourne insists that = 
iron-clad vessels hereafter to be added to our Navy should be built 
upon this plan, and has shown that on a displacement little ex- 
ceeding that of the Bellerophon, which carries 6-inch armour, a 
monitor could be built with a speed considerably greater than that 
yet achieved by any ironclad in our Navy, and with side armour 
18 in, thick, and a turret 24 in, thick carrying two 20in, guns, Such 
thicknesses, it is maintained, are indispensable to give security against 
netration, not merely at the present moment, but in view of the 
[nesovements in ordnance which may be expected to take place 
within the next ten years ; whereas, by maintaining the present type 
of war-ship and making the armour of each successive vessel only a 
little thicker than that of the last, it would necessarily be found in 
the future, as has been found in the past, that the vessel, when 
finished, was useless, the increasing power of the guns having in the 
mean while outrum the increased resisting force of the increased 
thickness, The Admiralty, however, has at last begun the con- 
struction of monitors; and a monitor is being built for 
Melbourne, from the designs of Mr. Reed, the Chief Constructor of 
the Navy, by Messrs, Palmer, of Jarrow. Designs for vessels of that 
class have been invited from the principal shipbuilders through- 
out the country, who, however are not likely to lend the Admiralty 
any very earnest aid so long as the national dockyards are main- 
tained to compete with private enterprise. The construction of 
monitors, however, having now been begun, it is to be hoped that our 
future war-vessels will be built upon that plan; and the sooner we 
get a supply of such vessels the better, as our present ironclad 
navy is certainly of very little use, and practically we are without 
a navy at all, 

The last number of the Philosophical Magazine contains an ela- 
borate paper by Mr. Rodwell on the “ Theory of Phlogiston,” in 
which he shows that the idea ef an agent finally called phlogiston 
did not originate in any intellectual exploit, but arose by a slow 
process of evolution from the ancient hypothesis of a subtilis ignis 
taught by Zoroaster and others many ages before the Christian era, 
and which still survives in the sacred fire of the Parsees, Fire 
among the Magi was supposed to represent the Deity, shown in one 
direction by the destructive power of fire, and in the other by the 
beneficent action of heat and light; and the Greek philosophers, and 
subsequently the alchemists, adopted many of these ancient ideas, 
The physical philosophy of Descartes somewhat resembles 
that of Epicurus and Aristotle. The physical system of 
Descartes is a dynamical one, and there is a partial repro- 
duction of it in the quasi-Cartesian hypothesis of molecular 
vortices propounded by Rankine, and in the dynamic treatment of 
electrical phenomena rT by Clerk Maxwell. The first person 
who burst the bonds of the ancient schoolmen was Robert Hooke, 
who, in his theory of combustion, published when Stahl was only 
five years old, gave the explanation of that process now generally 
accepted, and which was only revived by Lavoisier, This theory, 
however, was lost sight of for more than a century, having been 
displaced by the theory of phlogiston, which was sup to be a 
very subtle matter, that neither burns nor glows, nor is visible, but 
is capable of being agitated by an igneous motion, and of comuni- 
cating that motion to material particles, thereby constituting fire, 
The existence of phlogiston was inferred merely because some such 
supposition was believed to be necessary to account for various 
chemical phenomena. But, finally, the phenomena were found to 
be explicable without any such supposition, and Lavoisier showed 
by exhaustive experiment that the theory itself was untenable. In

In the last number of Science Gossip there is an interesting paper, 
by Dr. Gideon Lincecum, on the Agricultural Ants of Texas, ere 
is, it appears, in that country a species of ant remarkable not 
merely as the social and industrial instincts for which the ant is else- 
where famous, but which is distinguished by the habit of sowing 
and reaping a certain species of grain, which, when deprived of 
its husk, is stowed away for use in suitable granaries, When these 
ants have established a colony they construct a pavement of several 
feet diameter round their habitation by paving the surface of the 
earth with small pieces of grit in the way we pave a street, 
This pavement is kept scrupulously clean, and around it a species of 
— -bearing taristi a stricta) is sown and carefully weeded, 

he seeds of this plant, under the microscope, resemble the rice of 
commerce, and the seeds are sown in the autumn, so that the autumnal 
rains may bring the ant-rice up. When the crop is ripe they cut off 
the in and ca it, husks and all, to the interior of their 
dwelling. The husks are then removed and are brought out and 
carried clear of the pavement, and always thrown out on the leeward 
side. In long-continued droughts the ants make their way into the 
wells, and many ef them fall into the water, where they cling to- 
gether and collect in lumps. If one of these ants is thrown into 
water it will be drowned in about fifteen minutes; but ont of the 
wells, lumps of ants are drawn up in the buckets which must have 
been in the water for many days, and yet the ants forming the 
lumps are still found to be alive. It is consequently céncluded that 
the balls of ants, by concerted action, put themselves into slow 
rotation, the effect of which is to give sufficient breathing-time to 
each constituent member of the mass to keep it alive. 

A new species of caloric engine has been proposed by Mr. Wenham, 
in which the fuel is first turned into carbonic oxide, which, being 
exploded in a cylinder with a proper quantity of air, generates the 
power, This will be a more economical kind of engine than Lenoir’s 
or Hugon’s gas-engine, as the carbonic oxide gas may be produced 
at a very cheap rate, 

The rate of speed at which gunpowder inflames determines 
its more or less detonating character, and this is generally 
regulated by granulating the mass into larger or smaller grains. 
It is found, however, that the nature of the charcoal entering 
into the composition of the powder materially influences the 
rapidity of the inflammation; and by the use of charcoal ob- 
tained from rice starch, albumen, or leather, the combustion 
becomes so rapid as to produce detonation even when the powder 
is not confined,
